OFFICIAL GREETER 

There will be no official greeter on the subway 
system this Labor Day weekend. Last year, the 
company voted to hire Paulie McFadden to 
glad hand people as they got off the subway 
after arriving here for the final weekend of the 
summer, but as many of you know, around 4 
p.m. that Friday, he vanished and has not been 
heard from since. 


TURNING OFF THE THIRD RAIL 

The Hamptons Subway operates from 6 a.m. to 
2 a.m. every day, seven days a week, all year 
around. From 2 a.m., the system shuts down for 
maintenance and workmen and cleaning people 
attend to trash pickup, platform scrubbing and 
so forth and so on until 6 a.m. Of course, the 
third rail is shut down during that time. We don’t 
want anybody killed. And this, the shutting off 
of the third rail, until now, has been done in a 
fourth floor office in our Hampton Bays building 
where at the appointed hour, two employees, 
each with special keys, have to stick them into 
slots simultaneously and twist them, to either 
turn the third rail off, or turn it back on. There 
is a green light and a red light to tell you which 
position it is in. 

Due to the fact that last October 17 this failed to 
happen after a Frisbee match on the fourth floor 
got out of control and the employees left their 
posts to participate— thank God no employees 
were electrocuted during maintenance that 
night—we have been building a concrete 
blockhouse at our Montauk Yards next to the 
maintenance shed there to turn power off and 
on in a highly secure environment. That facility 


is complete. And now, just as soon as we install 
the 80-foot tall telephone poles along the roads 
to carry the heavy wires from the blockhouse in 
Montauk to our headquarters in Hampton Bays 
high up and out of the way, we will be able to 
make the change over. It all should be in place 
by Thanksgiving at which time we will have a 
ribbon cutting ceremony.

MOSQUITO SPRAYING MIX-UP 

After citizens began calling police to 
complain about getting “eaten alive out 
here,” local officials began looking into the 
recent mosquito spraying operation carried 
out by the county. Many pilots involved in 
the eradication effort were contacted. On 
Monday, authorities revealed that, through 
a series of miscommunications, a number of 
subcontractors had gotten the impression that 
“spraying mosquitoes” meant spraying live 
mosquitos into the environment. According 
to spokesman Josh Fliege, the confused pilots 
had “gone to considerable expense to retain 
huge numbers of live mosquitos and mosquito 
larvae” and had dropped them from planes 
into bodies of standing water around the area. 
Officials have made several administrative 
changes to make sure it won’t happen again. 


ARTIST EVICTION CRISIS 


Police are blaming a recent uptick in the number 


of artists roaming the streets of East End 
hamlets on a change in zoning enforcement. 
Police spokesperson Maggie Tcherepnin 
said in a press briefing that “a recent order 
making more stringent the requirements for 
approving artist studio spaces has resulted 
in the eviction of approximately 3,500 artists 
who are now at large in the community.” 
Reports have come in of large contingents 
of bereted painters setting up easels along 
crowded sidewalks and pestering passing 
pedestrians to sit for portraits. A substantial 
group of discommoded Horizontalists were 
reportedly using an abandoned Shelter Island 
menhaden rendering plant to produce their 
large canvasses, which require considerable 
open floor space. One report came in of an 
artist erecting a monumental sculpture in the 
middle of the Pine Barrens. Police are urging 
calm while they work to try to relocate the 
artists into resettlement zones in the Poconos. 


B-N-B IS IN THE AIR 

Police were called to the Shelter Island 
residence of 104-year-old WWII veteran Old Man 
McGumbus over the weekend in response to 
concerned calls from several of his neighbors. 
After a brief investigation, police concluded 
that McGumbus seemed to be running an 
illegal hostelry. In fact, a recently installed sign 
out front identified the private residence as 
“Mickey G’s Air B-n-B,” however, guests were 
being accommodated in sleeping bags on the 
back lawn without any apparent shelter. Beer 
cans were strewn about. Questioning guests, 
police ascertained they had expected a bed and 
a breakfast, but were told by McGumbus that 
“B-n-B” referred to “bag and beer,” and the air _ 
part meant they were sleeping in “the open air.” 
Police ordered the guests to disperse. gp

Barry Trupin 


A Tale of Shark Tanks, French Castles, Hostile Neighbors and Scandal 


BY DAN RATTINER 


n 1979, a stranger, who some believed to be a 

member of the mafia or worse, bought what 
was at that time the largest mansion in the 
estate section of Southampton. 

This house was 55,000 square feet, had 60 
rooms and stood oceanfront on Meadow Lane. 
It was built in 1926 by Henry F. du Pont, who 
lived in it with his family for many years as part 
of Southampton high society. Ultimately, when 
the family moved to Delaware, “Chesterton” as 
it was known, began to fall into ruin. 

In 1979, an auction was held on the front 
steps of that run-down mansion. | attended that 
auction. It was a drizzly, foggy summer’s day. 
The property loomed, a great pile of bricks 
covered in vines. The auctioneers came in a 
station wagon that had a public-address system 
in the back, and they set that up in the potholed 
driveway and ran a wire to a microphone on a 
stand on the front steps of the house. About 40 
people came, and they stood under umbrellas. | 
recognized some other reporters, some farmers, 
real estate people, a few lawyers and some 
officials. Only one, a man in a business suit with 
an attaché case, was interested in bidding. 


The auctioneers tried to jump start things. 
They had this opening bid, which apparently 
had come in advance. But there were long 
silences. 

“Sold for $440,000,” the auctioneer finally 
said. And the man who apparently had made 
that bid stepped forward and that was that. 

Who was this man, everybody wanted to 
know? He wasn’t telling. Some papers were 
signed in the front seat of the station wagon. 
And then everybody went home. 

Soon, the word came out. The man with the 
briefcase was a lawyer representing the firm 
Rothschild Reserve International. But it was 
not the real Rothschilds. In spite of the name 
“Rothschild,” nobody who was anybody in this 
high society had a clue what this firm was. And 
everybody wanted to know. 

Eventually, the name Barry Trupin came out. 
People still didn’t know who he was. He was 
certainly not part of any above-board business. 
He seemed to be a shady character. Rumors 
swirled that he was a member of the mafia. Or 
a drug cartel. 

It did not help that soon after the sale, a 
chain link fence was put up around the entire 
property, with an armed guard at a small 


wooden construction shack at the driveway 
entrance. The fact that a weapon was involved 
terrified this otherwise polite society. 

People told their teenage and pre-teen 
children that after dark they should not walk 
along the beach in front of this property. 
Someone said they had heard a helicopter 
landing there one night. A full-page ad was 
taken out in The Southampton Press at this time 
by the Southampton Association, a group that 
represented the summer people who lived in 
the estate section of that town. Headlined “The 
Law is Being Broken Today in Our Village,” it 
basically demanded that Roy Wines Jr., the 
head of a local plumbing firm and then the 
mayor of that community, instruct his village 
trustees to reject whatever project was being 
proposed for the restoration of the du Pont 
estate. In this summer community, all the rich 
summer people knew everybody, and went to 
one another’s cocktail parties and coming-out 
parties. They did not want this. 

The home was being built as a French castle 
with turrets 40 feet high, exceeding the legal 
limit by 5 feet. This man, whoever he was, 
should be run out of town.

turned out to be the person who pulled the veil 
back to reveal who Barry Trupin was. It came 
about this way. At the time, a handsome older 
man named Robert Keane owned a bookstore 
on Hampton Road that bore his name.

Chasing Free Ride 


The Electric Cars That Take People to the Beach and Back 


BY DAN RATTINER 


Fx Ride is an electric car that has eight 
seats, operates in several towns out here, 
and shuttles people between the center of town 
and the beach for free. It’s privately owned, and 
it makes money by selling advertising space on 
panels that affix to the side of the vehicle. They 
also give out literature about their advertisers 
if you are interested. It’s been in existence four 
summers and its attraction is that it is a way 
to get to beaches without having to pay for 
parking or hassle where to put your car if the 
lots are full. 

I’ve never ridden it because I’m a local and 
have a beach sticker. I thought to do so today 
and report upon it, however, even though the 
summer is almost over. It’s time I got around 
on it. 

’ According to what I’ve read about Free Ride, 
you can get it to stop by hailing it anywhere 
along the way. It also makes specific stops. Its 
“anchor” stop in East Hampton is the parking 
lot up by the East Hampton Y near the railroad 
station. From there, it goes down Newtown 
Lane, turns right on Main Street, heads down 
past the library and ends up at the beach. It 
then goes back the other way. The round trip 


takes about 20 minutes. 

Where should I get it? I thought to go up 
to the parking lot. I'd get the whole trip, all 
the way down and all the way back. But then 
I remembered I had to drop a book off at the 
library. I could park out front of the library. And 
there is a bench under a tree there. That would 
be nice. There’s no seating at the Y. 

So at the library I sat on the bench, which at 
that hour was in the sun, and looked out at the 
oncoming traffic for the Free Ride. Free Ride is 
rather festive, really. You see the advertising 
panels, and up on the roof there is a large 
wooden basket in which is what looks like a pile 
of grapefruits. It’s a very Caribbean. You can’t 
miss it. 

I got there at 9:50 a.m. and I sat on the bench 
and I waited. And I waited. | am a Type A 
personality and | am not used to waiting. Why 
wait? My car was there. I stared at it. Why don’t 


you just DRIVE there, it asked. I told it | was 


doing this to report on it for the paper. 

It’s really not so much fun staring down Main 
Street continuously in anticipation of raising 
your arm if something with grapefruit on the 
roof appears. You can’t do anything else while 
you are doing that. If you do anything else, 
like look away for an instant, you could miss 


it. Well, I could make phone calls, No, I usually 
pace when I am on the cell phone. | am also 
equipped, however, with an iPod. I could listen 
to music. That would work. And so | did that. 
All the traffic was now whizzing by me to music. 

But a half an hour went by and there was 
no Free Ride. And so I got up and headed over 
to the car, and at that moment I saw it in the 
distance, tootling along heading toward me, 
and so I went out in the street and began waving 
frantically at it. But it went right by, and, as 
it did, I saw why. It was full. The people in it 
stared at me. Look, what’s that guy doing? Well, 
I thought, that is that. I’ve got a sticker. I’ll go to 
the beach in my car. 

No, I thought stubbornly, I’ve got to write this 
story. 

And so I got an idea. Because it is morning, 
it will be empty coming back through. I should 
run across the street—a dangerous journey 
across six lanes—and sit in front of Guild Hall 
on the bench there, and catch it going the other 
way. | could then get the whole round trip. I'd 
go up to the railroad station, stay on, then come 
back to the library and get off. This was not 
about going to the beach, after all. It was about 
doing the Free Ride. 

But what if, I asked (Cont'd on next page) 
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myself, getting comfortable on the bench in 
front of Guild Hall, there were a long line of 
people waiting to get on Free Ride by the Y to 
go to the beach? Wouldn’t they want me to get 
off and go to the back of the line? I might be 
dragged off. Well, that would be too bad. 

Crossing the street to Guild Hall, I found that 
sitting on that bench was a young woman in 
full spandex gear, holding a ten-speed upright, 
looking out. Why, I did not know. Anyway, | sat 
down. 

The Beatles’ “Penny Lane” ended. Beethoven’s 
Fifth started. I have eclectic tastes. 1 took my 
earphones out of my ears. 

“You waiting for the Free Ride?” | asked. 
I couldn’t imagine where she might put her 
bicycle. 


“No,” she said. 

I put my earphones back in. 

And so I waited and waited and waited. 
And no Free Ride appeared. After 20 minutes, 
another woman in spandex pulled up with her 
bike and the two bikers greeted each other and 
pedaled off together. 

After waiting another 10 minutes, I re-crossed 
the street, got in my car and, undaunted, drove 
to the beach. I figured the Free Ride vehicle 
would be there, and it was. It was parked in 
the 15-minute drop-off area facing the beach, 
empty, but waiting for someone, anyone, to 
get in. The driver was there behind the wheel, 
though, eating some food from a Styrofoam 
container with a plastic fork. I parked nearby 
and walked over.

High Officials 


Disruptions and Reactions to Bill and Hillary, the Bidens and Chris Christie

or the past few weeks, we were graced 

with the presence of a Vice President, 
an apparently wannabe President and 
_ her husband, the former President, and an 
overweight governor hoping to be President. It 
caused problems. 

Vice President Biden was in Southampton 
at a house facing out onto Lake Agawam. He 
arrived just as the community was scheduled 
to re-create a long time ago ferry service that 
took beachgoers from Monument Square on the 
north side of Agawam Lake to Gin Lane on the 
south side, just a short walk to the ocean. 

That earlier ferry service ran from the mid- 
1800s to 1897 when a freed slave, Pyrrhus 
Concer, ran it as a business from these locations. 
Concer was born a slave in 1814, worked on a 
Southampton farm for many years, then was 
freed when the State of New York made slavery 
illegal in 1827. It is not clear to me whether he 
poled a raft across the lake, sailed or rowed a 
boat across, but either way, he’d charge a few 
cents and he made his living at it until he died. 

We were honoring him by re-creating this 
service beginning August 20.

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Shinnecock Powwow Returns to the East End This Weekend

t’s the middle of the Eastern Powwow season 

when all of the best Eastern War dancers 
come out of the woods to do what they’ve done 
for ages and ages before the colonials ever 
showed up...war dance like it’s 1699. 

I have been smudging (fanning with the 
smoke of sage) a new Eastern style headdress 
made by my brother of the Narragansett nation. 
Ironically, or maybe not, | didn’t get to really 
wear it until the 339th() Narragansett August 
meeting this month, and even then | had to 
overcome a physical hardship to prove I was 
worthy, not being able to dance until the second 
day. But all went well and the headdress is truly 
a strong-spirited part of my regalia. 

No doubt many people are familiar with the 
modern version of powwow dancers with the 
feathers and the bustles and colorful outfits. 
The Eastern War category takes you back to the 
days of the Narragansett, Pequot, Wampanoag 
and Shinnecock men whose dancing shows their 
feats of battle and hunting adventures. There is 
no ornate regalia, other than perhaps a brightly 
colored ribbon shirt and lots of high stepping, 
axe, bow and club swinging excitement. At the 
recent Mohegan Wigwam Festival, a tour group 
of Russian ladies told my friend Dean (one of 
the best Eastern War dancers) and | that they 
loved watching this particular form of powwow 
war dance, because they felt it was “pure” and 
the men looked like they imagined they did in 
the old days before the white man came—their 
words, not mine. 


Pee nee En rN aa 
All went well with the dance at the 
Narragansett August meeting, and 
the headdress is truly a strong- 
spirited part of my regalia. 


The Narragansetts, Wampanoags and Pequots 
are among the best Eastern War dancers and 
well worth the price of any admission. They 
have not only kept the style going over the 
years, but have honed it into something that 
is as close to an art form as you can get; it is 
verisimilitude personified. I’m in the golden age 
(50 and up) category and therefore get to watch 
the younger warriors swoop and dive and turn 
so quickly with their weapons raised to strike 
that they resemble dragonflies crossed with 
falcons bred with swallows. 

I tried to look at the young men in the arena 
as the Russian ladies did, as if they were those 
ancestral hunters and warriors, each having 
their own personality and way of moving. I 
saw the runners who went from one side of the 
arena to the other like arrows shot from bows; I 
recognized the big, strong tracker whose steps 
were steady and sure, never faltering, carrying 
a bow that would send an arrow after a deer or 
opponent unerringly; and the hunter, who tells 
a story from smudging at the camp to rowing 
the canoe to bringing back the quarry to the 
village; and, of course, the warrior who makes 
it all look so easy, his steps varying from slow 
to fast, his moccasins never really touching the 
ground, as he whirls and strikes and changes 


directions as easily as the wind 
blowing over the arena. All these 
dancers bring back the past in 
their steps and movements. 

And the golden age category 
brings back the past as well. 
These dancers are the older 
warriors. Although their steps 
may have slowed somewhat, 
they are just as beautiful to see 
and their steps and movements 
exhibit the wisdom and grace 
that only the elders of the tribe 
can bring. The standard joke | 
tell is that when I’m dancing, my

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Green Thumb Organic Market Continues to Grow 


BY JENN GRAUER 


reen Thumb Organic Market in Water Mill 

has been a staple in the local community 
since 1961. The family-run farmstand displays 
a vibrant variety of organic fruits, vegetables, 
flowers, herbs and plants. What customers may 
not know on first glance is that this land has 
been farmed by the Halsey family since 1664. 

Green Thumb sits on 100 acres of land and 
is certified USDA Organic by NOFA-NY. The 
fields are harvested by the 30-person crew 
that works from the first week of May through 
Thanksgiving. The Raymond Halsey family farm, 
now in its 12th generation, is a family managed, 
owned and operated farm. It’s run by parents 
Peachie and Ray, children Jo, Bill, Larry and 
Patti, and their families. “We all do different 
things,” explains Larry, who cuts herbs, but 
primarily works in the greenhouse—which he 
is currently teaching his nephew to run. “Billy 
cuts the lettuce and plants the beans and row 
crops.” Jo and Patti work at the farmstand and 
in the greenhouse during the spring. 

Pointing to a family photograph from 1968, Jo 
says, “That’s me, my sister Patti, Larry and Billy, 
and our mother and father. The farmstand was 
tiny back then. It was open when we wanted to 
be open and closed when the surf was up or 
the beach was great.” Today, the farmstand 
is open seven days a week from 8:30 a.m. to 
5:30 p.m., offering some of the East End’s finest 
and freshest organic fruits and vegetables. On 
Thursdays and Fridays they stay open until

6:30 p.m. When they first started, the Halsey 
family sold their own hand-picked produce 
and expanded over the years to include a 
variety of high quality meat, milk, pies, cookies, 
homemade jams, honey harvested on site, and 
other local and artisan products. “You have to 
keep re-inventing the wheel,” says Larry. “You

have to know your market before you plant 
your seeds.” Green Thumb increased their 
reach over 15 years ago by adding a Community 
Supported Agriculture program (CSA), which 
delivers a weekly share of their harvest to 
members in Water Mill, Brooklyn, Huntington 
and Queens during the growing season.

Post-war America moved into “conventional” 
chemical-use agriculture. The younger 
generation of Green Thumb decided to farm 
organically in the 1970s. “We wanted to go 
organic,” comments Jo, “and fortunately dad 
was open to it, one crop at a time.” They ordered 
100,000 earthworms from Texas to enrich and 
aerate the soil, which had become compacted by 
conventional practices over time. “We started 
with the smaller fields; lettuce, tomatoes, some 
herbs,” explains Larry. “Eventually we added 
more crops to the list and went from the one- 
acre patch to the 20-acre fields and eventually 
to all 100 acres. We wanted to make the earth 
better, and with organics you do,” he says. 
Instead of spraying crops with chemicals to kill 
bugs and weeds, the Halseys either tend to each 
plant by hand or lose a crop to maintain the 
integrity of their practices. They also partner

with other local farms to supplement what they 
don’t grow themselves. In keeping with organic 
farming practices, they have stayed committed 
to sustainable agriculture through the years 
despite the challenges of “wages, weeds and 
weather; the three Ws,” says Jo. 

Among other traditional approaches, the 
Halsey family does not farm with plastic, a 
technique often used by farmers to get a jump 
on the first crop and prevent weeds from 


growing. “We do a lot 
of succession planting,” 
says Larry. “We plant 
lettuce four times, 
tomatoes three times, 
cilantro every two weeks, 
radishes every 10 days.” 
In keeping with organic 
practices, they will 
only grow what will do 
well during a particular 
season rather than force 
a crop on the area. 
The farm is currently 
growing four types of 
peppers, five varieties 
of eggplant, six kinds 
of beans, 10 varieties of 
| lettuce, 15 herbs and 16 
| varieties of tomatoes. 
°Watermelon and 
cantaloupe’ will be 
2 available soon. 

Reinventing the wheel, 
while keeping with family 
tradition, is deeply rooted in the Green Thumb 
philosophy. “Now as we’re getting older, we’re 
teaching the next generation to work,” says 
Jo. “We’re going to help them get started 
the best we can.” The fruits of the Raymond 
Halsey family’s labor clearly have a long 
shelf life. ga

in the wind, the courtesies offered by the hosts 
and the warm sun, one of the best lunches I 
ever ate. 

“I am building this mansion for my wife, 
Renee,” Barry told us.

Just below the surface of the water 
there were odd steel nozzles you could attach a 
hose up to. I asked about it. 

“When this is done,” Barry said, “this pond, 
will be stocked with fish, including sharks.

nce upon a time there was Brooklyn. Until I 
was 17 | lived in Bensonhurst about a mile 
from Sheepshead Bay, a part of the borough 
still so remote it hasn’t even become hip yet. 
Most New Yorkers think of that area as just a 
place on the way to Staten Island. When I lived 
there it felt like the center of the world. 
Women in my neighborhood were carefully 
coiffed and manicured, wore the most stylish 
coats and the foxiest shoes. The energy on 
the corner of Bay Parkway and 86th street 


where we hung out crackled, blazing with the 


combined life force of trophy winning high 
school football players and cinematically 
gorgeous cheerleaders. The butcher had the 
best meat according to my discerning granny, 
who frowned at 99% of the melons she’d ever 
squeezed. Sandy Koufax went to my high school. 
I think Barbra Streisand grew up nearby, but no 
one had heard of her then. 

When I moved to Manhattan, I looked on a 
map to locate Bensonhurst, my hometown that 
felt like the center of the universe. And I saw 
it at last for where it really was. It was remote! 
The Tierra del Fuego of Brooklyn! 

The urban blight in my universe was gritty

and extreme. Lafayette High school was so 
overcrowded there were actually students 
whose “assigned seats” were the window 
ledge. The graduating class had SEVENTEEN 
HUNDRED students. No wonder | couldn’t 
remember who'd graduated with me. 

We smoked pot and drank beer under the 
“el” on Bay Parkway. It was the late 1950s. No 
one there arrested anyone for doing that back 
then, not there. | think the patrolmen were 
relieved we weren’t being abducted in dark 
side streets. The alleys were shadowy crevices 
where rapes were not uncommon and knifings 
in the schoolyard were a close second. 

Ponds? Swans? Ducks? Daffodils? Tulips? 
Windmills? BUNNIES??? White picket fences 
with pink roses climbing them? Ivy covered 
cedar shingles? Dwellings for which Miss Muffet 
herself would apply for a mortgage? Habitats of 
this sort were the stuff of illustrated nursery 
rhymes. This was exactly my impression 
when, for the first time, we made a left on 27 
to pass Town Pond, the striped awnings of 
the Maidstone and the sloped roof of Miss 
Amelia’s Cottage. 

This is a tale of how | fell in love with the 
Hamptons and the man who brought me here 
and where I remained when we parted. I do

The angle of the light slanting across Fireplace 
Road making the asphalt sparkly and purple 
thrilled him. He took delight in such simple 
things. First thing each morning he’d look out 
the window at Accabonac and say, “These are 
the halcyon days.” (I’d never heard anyone else 
actually SAY the word “halcyon.”) 

In addition to having ensconced us in the 
waterfront house and a big daysailer we 
sometimes slept on, he taught me about gardens. 
The first time I saw a Kwanzan cherry tree 
blooming in front of Ashawagh Hall its pink fluffy 
gloriousness changed my breathing. I needed to 
have one. He got me three. I became intimate 
with the varying purple and blue shades of 
veronica, and delphinium, and learned the Latin 
names of foxglove and hollyhock. I’d never been 
within sniffing distance (Continued on page 90) 
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of lavender or sage. Who from Brooklyn knows 
from lavender and sage? 

On weekends we shopped at Richard Camp 
Antiques in Wainscott for 100-year-old pine 
furniture shipped over from England and Wales. 
Camp is there no more. This was in the days 
when there was a shop on Main Street in East 
Hampton called Pets Painted with Love, which 
was right next door to where one of the big 
Ralph Lauren spaces is now. (In that big Ralph 
Lauren space was the LVIS Bargain Box! Yes!) 

I received gifts of stunning Art Deco jewelry. 
Enchanted by the charm of the Topping Rose 
House as we drove through Bridgehampton, the 
shady canopy of dogwood blooming over Old 
Stone Highway, and the lushness of the duck 
pond on David’s Lane, | did not, at first, notice 


the coincidence of the presentation of the 
jewelry with his late arrivals home from “work” 
before leaving Manhattan on Thursday nights 
to avoid the weekend traffic bottle-necking 
at Manorville. 

I was content. The swans breakfasted on 
eelgrass at the edge of the marsh; friends joined 
us for nibbles from Dean and DeLuca. Years 
later, there was Barefoot Contessa offering 
Moroccan spices with which to cook chicken 
tagine. He taught me the names of the water 
birds: skimmer, heron, osprey, tern. “One good 
tern deserves another,” we’d joke cornily. “Miss 
Otis Egrets she cannot join us for dinner at 
Georgette’s.” Remember Georgette’s on Three 
Mile Harbor? Even the most crouton-phobic 
models couldn’t resist the bread. 
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We’d spend long dreamy afternoons lazing 
around in the sun on the sailboat on Gardiner’s 
Bay. They were halcyon, those days...until | 


left him. 


No one in my family wanted me to leave him. 
My practical Greek grandmother who grew 
up penniless in a small mountain town on the 
northwestern border of Greece only inches 
from Albania was horrified to hear of the plans 
for divorce, pointing out that he’d given me 
beautiful places to live and had bought me 13 
pairs of shoes on our honeymoon in Italy. 

I had the trappings of what immigrants would 
define as safety. But I felt trapped in the fairy 
tale that this was a “true” marriage. Miss Muffet 
had grown up, wanted out of the nursery rhyme. 

So leave him I did and it was torture. I had no 
money and no car. Living at the end of Fireplace 
Road in January of 1986 in the dinosaur days 
of no computers, no cell phones, no Facebook 
(and with the loss of electrical power, no 
landline) was beyond understanding as | think 
back now. “Oy,” as the Brooklyn girl that I am 
would say, and did. 

However, I owe my former, former spouse 
(yes, two husbands back) my gratitude. Without 
him, I would not be living in East Hampton 
on Fireplace Road at the edge of Accabonac 
Harbor among the egrets and herons, blue claw 
crabs and dragonflies, in the warm embrace 
of a community I imagined existed only in the 
heartland of the Midwest. 

The small townish quality of the village brings 
a sense of coziness to the simplest encounter. At

with Julia about her son who is serving in the 
army overseas as she bags coffee and apples. 
The folks at Sam’s Auto take care of vehicular 
breakdowns preventing emotional ones. A year- 
rounder is appreciated as a consistent visitor 
to retail stores, and it is wonderful to be 
recognized, welcomed in each one. 

I laughed when I read the police blotter in 
my first copy of The East Hampton Star. It was 
hilarious to read accounts of the “crimes” here. 
One report said that someone had broken into” 
the pizza place in Amagansett and 35 cents 
was taken from the cigarette machine. The Fort 
Pond Boulevard home of a woman had been 
burglarized. Missing was one frozen chicken. 
Huh? These were crimes? Adorable was what 
they were. 

I couldn’t care less about beaches. There 
are beaches all over the place. But none of 
them are blessed by this demographic. With its 
appeal to visitors from all over the world, I can 
meet exotic people from everywhere without 
having to go anywhere. In the Hamptons, exotic 
people come to me. Therefore, I love “the 
summer people.” 

Even with its  intimidatingly wealthy 
inhabitants who own private jets and several 
cars each of which cost what a house would 
in “normal” regions, our town has not lost 
its innocence. | still don’t know what a tuffet 
is, but I know a hummock when | see it. 
There is still not a single day when, driving 
past the pond and the historic buildings at 
its edge, I don’t marvel that I live in a fairy 
tale village. No corporate retailing can ever 
destroy my love for the beauty of this place, or

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Who’s Here

od Gilbert (pronounced jill-bear) has lived 

for the past 20 years at the crest of a 
hill in Sag Harbor, overlooking from his glass 
and wood house the sunset over Long Beach 
in one direction and the sunrise over Sag 
Harbor bay in the other. This spectacular view, 
from a house designed by his wife, Judy, is a 
fitting retirement home for one of the greatest 
figures in New York sports, a man who during 
his prime amassed records playing for the 
New York Rangers hockey team that have not 
been broken to this day. He’s scored more 
goals than any other Ranger. His total points 
exceeded 1,000 and that team recond has never 
been broken. And his number 7 was retired at 
the conclusion of his career in a ceremony at 
Madison Square Garden, the first ever retired 
by that team. It cannot be worn ever again by a 
player for the Rangers. 

I sat with Rod by the pool on the deck 
overlooking the sunset and we talked about 
his career. He is neither big nor powerful. At 5 
foot 9, he never stood out physically from his 
teammates. The speed, cunning and accuracy of 
his slap shots made him one of the greats. Many 
years ago he was inducted into the Hockey Hall 
of Fame, and there are few hockey fans who do 
not recall him with great fondness. 

Rod Gilbert was born in a suburb of Montreal, 
Canada called Pointe aux Trembles. He had 
two older brothers, an older sister, and one 
’ younger brother. It was a very tight-knit French 
Canadian family in a community that spoke 
entirely in French. He went to a Catholic school 
just across Rue de St. Jean deBaptist, the street 
they lived on. The school was Brothers of the 
Sacred Heart, and he went there from grades 1 
through 12. He and his family went to church 
every Sunday, and every night at 7, just before 
dinner, the said the rosary, following Cardinal 
Leger speaking it on the radio. In French, of 
course. Rod told me he knew no other language 
but French until he was about 10. 

“We were a very close family,” Rod told me. 
“For all my growing-up years, my family shared 
every meal together—breakfast, lunch and 
dinner. It was a strict, Catholic upbringing.” 

It was also a very busy neighborhood. It was 
filled with children of all ages. 

“My parents had five children. Most of the 
neighbors had 10 or 12 children. I have to say 
it was a wonderful upbringing. There were so 
many of us. We played baseball, gymnastics, 
hockey and all other sports.” There was always 
something going on. 

Rod’s father was a blacksmith. He shoed 
horses, at first for the horses that towed the

milk wagons through Montreal, and later for the 
horses that ran at the nearby racetrack. 

The blacksmith shop was on the same 
property as the house. There were boarders 
upstairs at his house. All the boys in the family 
slept in one room, his parents slept in a second 
and his sister, the third. 

“I! worked for my dad as soon as I was old 
enough,” Rod told me. “I cleaned up after the 
horses, fixed up the shop. But I decided | didn’t 
want to be a blacksmith.” 

I asked him if he liked being in Montreal. He 
told me he and his friends almost never went 
downtown. It was nearly an hour on a trolley 
car. They all thought, for the first 10 or 11 
years of their lives, that this neighborhood 
was the world—the world where everybody 
spoke French, everybody was French Canadian, 
everybody had to shovel snow most of the year 
and it got down to 20 below. 

“I didn’t know it was sunny and warm 
someplace else until | was 11,” he told me. 

And he really didn’t learn more than a few 
words in English until he was found by a scout 
for the New York Rangers at the age of 14 and 
taken to a training camp in Ontario. 

We spent a lot of time talking about his

growing up. Everybody played hockey. The 
city had rinks on almost every block, but those 
who played at them had to shovel off the snow. 
“Ten guys with shovels,” Rod said. On the other 
hand, the school across the street had the best 
outdoor rink to play on, and the brothers hired 
people to keep it snow free. 

Rod heaped high praise on the education 
he got at Catholic school. They studied 
mathematics, history, geography, spelling, 
writing. He remembered being envious of the 
kids in the neighborhood, though, who were 
not so devout as his family was. “On summer 
evenings, at 7 p.m., they were out playing. I was 
saying the rosary.” 

He remembered staying home, reading. He 
loved detective books, particularly the series 
about Tintin. “He was a French boy. He went to 
the moon, he went to the bottom of the sea. He 
had a dog, a little Jack Russell, that went with 
him, Milu.” 

And he remembered going to church with 
the boys sitting on one side of the aisle and the 
girls on the other, and he was 10 and would 
be caught looking at the girls. The nuns would 
report him to the brothers. And the brothers 
would beat him with a strap, “10 hits with the 
right hand, 10 hits with the left.” 

And he remembered his older sister, at 14, 
having girlfriends over to the house for parties. 
He was 10. And they would dance with him and 
hold him close. 

“You had to learn to dance in our 
neighborhood,” he said. “Everybody danced. 
You didn’t get kissed by a girl if you didn’t 
dance. So you learned. As for my sister and her 
friends, they thought I was 10, what could I do? 
But I knew, and I had thoughts. So I would have 
to go to confession.” 

He remembered being taught by the brothers 
that the man who discovered America was 
named Christophe Colon, a Frenchman. 

“Well, that’s what I thought they meant. It 
wasn’t until I was in Italy years later that I was 
told it was Christopher Columbus and he was 
Italian. | argued for a while about that. I was 
sure they were wrong.” 

Gilbert’s skill as a hockey player was apparent 
from the very start. He was so good, he was 
always put into a league that was the next step 
up from his age group. There was the pee-wee 
league. He was put in bantam. When he was a 
bantam, they put him in midget. Hockey is the 
national sport of Canada. 

“When I was about six, I’d go over to the 
blacksmith shop, and at that time there was 
this old man who came over to sit around with 
some of his friends and play checkers. He said 
he was the uncle to Boom’ (Cont'd on next page) 
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Boom Geoffrion, who was the star player for 
the Montreal Canadiens at that time. Boom 
Boom had this terrific slap shot. Nobody could 
block it. Boom, it would hit the boards. Boom, 
it would hit the goal. I think I did a million slap 
shots that year, against the wall, against a 
target. I mastered it.” 

Gilbert showed me how a slap shot is done. 
It’s not a flick of the wrist. It’s a whole sudden 
swing with the stick when the moment comes. 
Accuracy is difficult. He learned it. And he 
became known for it. 

“My oldest brother became my mentor,” Rod 
told me. “He was a good player, but as a big guy 
he was a kind of fighter. | was good, but when 
the bigger guys would try to fight with me, he’d 
step in and flatten them. I felt protected.” 

When Rod was 14, it was apparent that 
he would become a serious hockey player in 
Canada. He had learned strategy, had a great 
ability to see where everybody was on the ice, 
and was extremely fast with his great shot. He 
began playing on town teams. And, without his 
brother, he learned to protect himself. Hockey 
involves fighting. But Rod was not a fighter. But 
he was quick with his stick to strike anyone 
who would menace him. 

“The other players would have to intimidate 
me to slow me down,” he said, “and I’d have to 
keep them off me.” 

Rod described one particular outing. His 
brother had arranged for him to be part of an 
“industrial” team, a team of semi-professionals 
who were between 25 and 35 and worked in the 
factories in the area. “One day we drove 200 
miles north to the mining town of Amos, to play 
a two-game tournament with the team up there. 
We lost the first game. In the second game, we 
were ahead and doing so well that at a certain 
point, the entire team of miners came down on 
the ice to get us. They wanted to kill us. Seven 
cop cars came and got us out of there.” 

Soon after that, the coach of this industrial 
team became a scout for the New York Rangers. 
Rod was 16. He didn’t apply. They already knew 
him. And, at the urging of his older brother, 
the scout arranged for Rod to play in a higher 
league based in Ontario for a team from Guelph, 
based 50 miles out of Toronto. 

“This was a problem,” Rod told me. “It was all in 
English. I was the only person who did not speak 
English and I had to learn fast. Did you know that 
in French a f—k is a kind of seal? But that word for 
seal is in everyday use among hockey players. 
Who knew?” 

Rod played for the Guelph Bilmores for 
four years, and in the fourth year an accident 
happened that nearly ruined his career. During 
a practice, he simply slipped on the ice and hit 
the boards hard, hard enough to break a lower 
vertebrate in his back. He had to have spinal 
fusion surgery, was out a year, but then came 
back better then ever. That next year he won 
the Tilson Award, the equivalent of the Heisman 
Trophy in football. He was considered the best 
rookie hockey player in Canada. 

And so, at 19, he went directly from Guelph to 
the front line of the New York Rangers. 

“They knew what they got,” Rod grinned. But, 
he told me, they didn’t pay much. In those early 
years, he couldn’t afford Manhattan. On a $7,000 
salary, helivedinaboardinghousein Weehawken, 
New Jersey. 

Soon, he was the hero of the team. As as part 


of the fierce Ratelle-Hadfield-Gilbert offensive 
line, he was one of the most popular bachelors 
in the city. He wouldn’t marry until he was 32. 

In those years, the Upper East Side of 
Manhattan was the location of choice for all 
the pro athletes in the city. They all knew one 
another and partied together. One of Rod’s 
friends was Jerry Philbin, a receiver for the NY 
Jets. Philbin also had a house in Quogue and in 
the summers they partied there. 

“I believe there were about 4,000 airline 
hostesses living on the Upper East Side. And 
there was a revolution among girls. They were 
much freer. I felt I was challenging my skills in 
the ’60s in the best city in the world.” 

It was not just girls and hockey. This French 
Canadian from Pointe aux Trembles had 
discovered the diversity and culture of New 
York. He went to museums, plays, events. 

But the main focuse was hockey. 

“Here’s something, though,” he told me. 
“When I was growing up in Montreal, one 
of my best friends in our neighborhood also 
played good hockey. This was Jean Ratelle. As 
it turned out, for ten years he was with me on 
that Ranger offensive line every game. Someone 
from my childhood.” 

I asked Rod to tell me his favorite experience 
in hockey. Oddly, it was not about playing 
on the All-Star Team in the National Hockey 
League. And it wasn’t about any of the victories 
he’d gotten with the Rangers. It was about a 
series of games played between a Canadian 
national team and the Russians. 

This was the era of the Cold War when the 
Russians were competing with the Americans 
on every level. At the Olympics, the Russian 
National Hockey Team dominated and won 
all the golds. “The Olympic teams all had to 
be amateurs, though. In Russia, there was no 
such thing as pro hockey. So these were their 
best players. You will recall in those years 
the American Olympic hockey teams, just like 
the Canadian teams, were all college kids. The 
Russians mopped them up.” 

One year, the Canadians laid down a challenge 
to the Russians. Let’s see how you could do 
against the pros from Canada. “We marshaled 
a professional team. I was asked to be on it. We 
practiced. There would be four games played 
in Montreal, and then four games played in 
Moscow. We’d learn who was best.” 

The year was 1976. This is one of the best 
sports stories ever, but among the least known 
in America. 

The Russians came to Canada and, in the first 
game, it looked like they didn’t stand a chance. 
The Canadians scored the first two goals. Final 
score? Russia 7, Canada 3. 

At the end of the four-game series in Canada, 
the Canadians had won only one game. They 
tied one, and they had lost two. 

“My brother shocked me. We were going off 
to Moscow. ‘You are all a bunch of bums,’ he 
said. “You are a disgrace to our country. Don’t 
think of coming back to Canada.’ This from my 
brother.” 

The Soviets would make sure that they won 
in Moscow. The Canadians had special food, 
including steaks, flown over with the players. 
The food disappeared. In their Moscow hotel, 
the Russians saw to it that the Canadians 
were awakened in the night, every hour, on 
one pretext or another. At practices, when the 


Canadians came on the ice, the Russians would 
arrange that after just a short time, the lights in 
the arena would be turned off. 

“This was a Russian team that had played 
together for 8 years. We were a team who had 
been together for 8 weeks» The referees were 
Communists. The crowds were against us.” 

After the first game, which the Russians 
won, an incident happened that resulted in the 
Canadians announcing they would pack up and 
go home. “Three thousand Canadian fans had 
come with us to stay for the series in Moscow. 
They sat in a pack on one side of the stadium of 
20,000. When the Russians would do something 
good, the Russian fans would whistle and stamp 
their feet. When we’d do something good, we 
had this man, Jean Plouffe, an Olympic water- 
skier, who played the trumpet. He’d stand 
a play ‘charge’ and the crowd would shout 
“CHARGE!!!” The KGB secret police came down 
the aisle and tried to grab Jean’s trumpet. 
He’d hand it off, and it would be handed from 
Canadian to Canadian and the police could 
never get it. But that night, Jean Plouffe went to 
a bar and the KGB caught up with him, took his 
trumpet and arrested him and put him in jail. 

“None of us could find out where he was,” Rod 
told me. “We refused to play unless Jean was 
returned to us. We made such a fuss. Finally, 
they did release him and we agreed to play, but 
he was not there for the second game. They put 
him on a plane back to Canada. But we won. 

“The thing was, after that first game, we and 
our coaches studied the films and saw that they 
played entirely in a zone defense. That’s all they 
knew. They could play it better than anybody 
else. But when on occasion we would force 
them out of their game, they became confused. 
We decided to attack their zone.” 

The Canadians came home to Montreal in 
triumph. They had won the second game in 
Moscow, and then the third. In the fourth, 
which would decide the match, they were 
behind 2 to 0 going into the final period and 
scored three times to win. 

As they say in the beer commercials, it does 
not get any better than that. 

Rod has written two books on hockey. One, 
written when he was 25, is My Life on Ice. The 
other is Play the Professional Way. 

He has two kids from his first marriage, 
Justin and Chantal. In 1991, at 50, he married 
a second time, to his present wife, Judy, who 
had two daughters, Holly and Brooke, from 
her prior marriage. Rod and Judy, who works 
in advertising, have numerous charities they 
support, including the American Diabetes 
Research Institute and the Garden of Dreams. 

Rod and Judy had both been coming to the 
Hamptons and Montauk for many years, often 
to Gurney’s. Now, however, they wanted to buy 
a house in Montauk. Unable to get the property 
they wanted, they bought vacant land on Cliff 
Drive in Sag Harbor and built their home. 

Rod Gilbert, as the great star of the New York 
Rangers, now among others, is employed by 
the parent company of the New York Rangers, 
Madison Square Garden, as an ambassador of 
good will. He attends events, sign posters, and 
advocate for both the team and the sport. 

In the city, he and Judy live on East End 
Avenue near Gracie Mansion on the 32nd floor 
of an apartment and have a wonderful view of 
both the sunrise and the sunset. ga

his is the way summer days were meant 

to be spent. Top down in the BMW, sun 
shining, cruising through Sagaponack and 
Bridgehampton, gazing at the architectural and 
natural wonders that are Hamptons real estate. 
When you're driving with Alan Schnurman, 
cruising takes on the old-time aura of leisure 
and appreciation of the surroundings, which 
is easy as Schnurman points to one notable 
property after another—“that one’s the head 
of Barnes & Noble, that house belongs to 
the old New York Jets quarterback Boomer 
Esiason”—with the informed glee of a tourism 
minister turned tour guide. 

“'d make a great cab driver, right?” 
Schnurman says with a smile. “I actually did 
drive a cab, when | was in law school. And 
I was exactly the same. I haven’t changed at 
all.” Perhaps just a little. 

That kid behind the wheel in the 1960s no 
doubt had the wit and tangible enthusiasm 
that drives Schnurman today. That kid did 
not, however, have $150 million in Hamptons 
real estate dealings on his ledger. He hadn’t 
developed 26 acres on Ocean Road, nor a 


legendary 40-plus acres on Hedges Lane. He | 
was not a Real Estate Broker with Saunders & , 


Associates. Of course, neither was Schnurman 
until two years ago. But his roots in the local 
market run much deeper than just two years. 

A renowned attorney who cofounded the 
firm Zalman Schnurman and Miner, he first 
came out to the Hamptons in 1986, drawn by 
an ad for a home in the back of The New York 
Times Magazine. He and his wife, Judy, “were 
looking at another investment, a house in 
Connecticut, and then I see this ad—$425,000 
pool, tennis and ocean view. So we take a 
ride out, I saw the house, and | said, ‘I see 

-the pool, I see the tennis, it’s a very nice 
contemporary home, but where’s the ocean 
view?’ He takes me up to the upstairs terrace 
and says, ‘You see that blue over there?’ I 
said, ‘That blue over there? That’s 2 miles 
away! He said, ‘Well, that’s the ocean.’” 

“Anyway, | liked it, and I bought it. That was 
in Bridgehampton, south of the highway. | 
had no idea where Bridgehampton was, I had 
no idea what south of the highway was, but 
I was in.” He later sold that house for nearly 
30 times the $100,000 he put down. It was his 
first Hamptons real estate foray, but only the 
latest in a string of others dating back decades. 

These days Schnurman and his bride of 40 
years live on Ocean Road in Bridgehampton, 
their home large enough for both his son’s 
family and his daughter’s family to each have 
a wing when they visit. It might have become 
a place to retire when Schnurman left litigating 
three years ago, but his leading a sedentary life 
would be like Socrates losing his inquisitive 
side. So he joined Saunders as a broker. 

“lll never forget, a broker comes to me at 
one of my open houses, who | did not know, 
and he says, ‘Alan, let me ask you a question. I 
know of you as a developer, for years, and you 
developed major projects—why do you want to 
be a broker?’ I laughed and smiled and | didn’t

say anything, but I thought, Why do I want to be 
a broker? | love this! Are you kidding? This is so 
much fun. I meet interesting people, in gorgeous 
houses, I have interesting conversations, I’m 
negotiating, and that’s what I’ve done for 45 
years—I’m a professional negotiator.” 

Nearly 20 years after that first Hamptons 
home buy, his legal practice still going strong in 
Manhattan, Schnurman’s presence in Hamptons 
real estate exploded. There was the 26-acre 
development in Bridgehampton, which he 
points out proudly as he drives past, where he 
led a group of family and friends to purchase 
it for $12 million in 2005 and which sold for 
$37.5 million in 2007. In 2005, the group also 
purchased 42 acres of Sagaponack farmland 


for $25 million that became the famous 
Sagaponack Greens, one of the most notable 
deals of the last decade, especially when he 
sold off eight lots in the most challenging real 
estate recession he ever experienced. 

Schnurman is developing the final parcel of 
that property right now. Walking through the 
home—named “Breathtaking Sagaponack” 
(and listed with Saunders for $18,950,000)— 
as it nears completion, pointing out the 
workmanship and the amenities, he’s like a 
proud parent. But it’s when he’s standing 
on the roof deck, surveying the surrounding 
homes, the adjacent land he’s preserved, 
the ocean at the not-too-far horizon, that it 
becomes clear he isn’t so much at the end of 
a journey as he is ready to be off on another. 

“Real estate is creative,” he says. “I’m not 
an artist, I’m not a sculptor, I’m not a musical 
talent. However, with all that said, buying a 
piece of land, hiring an architect, working with 
a builder, working with an interior decorator, 
working with a site planner, working with a 
surveyor, working with a land expert to figure 
out the best possible use of that property— 
it’s all creative process.”

If you’re reading this over breakfast, chances 
are Schnurman is already hours ahead of you. 
He’s an early-to-bed-early-to-rise adherent 
who greets the day with purpose. 

“Every morning | have three quotes I say to 
myself, because I have to reenergize myself 
every single day,” he says. “First is ‘I can, I 
will, I must.’ I have to say that, because to 
take risks the way I do, you have to be strong 
and you have to have confidence in yourself 
and your whole decision-making process. 

“Second is ‘Attitude equals altitude.’ You 
have to have a good attitude, you’re flexible, 
you understand how everything works in this 
world, everything goes against you before 
it goes for you, there’s disappointment at 
every turn. When I get disappointed—I don’t 
call it failures, I call it challenges—when [| go 
through a challenge that doesn’t go my way, I 
know I’m that much closer to success. 

“My last quote, and my most important 
quote, is from Helen Keller: ‘Optimism is the 
faith that leads to achievement. Nothing can 
be done without hope and confidence. ‘You 
have to have confidence to strive.” 

Such mantras took seed while Schnurman 
was growing up in Brooklyn with a single 
mother, Ruth, who supported herself and three 
kids as a seamstress. “It was very seasonal 
work. Every Wednesday we went down to the 
unemployment office half the year, so I knew I 
wanted to always have something to fall back 
on, I wanted a profession. So first | became 
an accountant, and then once | became an 
accountant I went to law school, so I was a 
lawyer and an accountant, so I would always 
have a profession. Then | became a litigator.” 

There is true reverence in his eyes when he 
speaks about his mother. About seven years 
ago, he found a way to honor her legacy and 
extend it to others. “It was impossible for 
my mother, she had me, my brother and my 


sister, she barely spoke — (Cont'd on next page) 
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English, spoke with a heavy accent, she worked 
in the garment district her whole life,” he 
tells. “She eventually raised herself up to be 
a teacher of other seamstresses in the shop, 
and it was very, very hard. So when we had the 
means, we started a scholarship at New York 
Law School for single mothers.” 

Arriving at the point in life where such means 
were available required the same kind of focus 
and patience as real estate investing. It also 
took going down paths less traveled. “I always 
believed in marketing and advertising,” he says. 
“And the best way I thought to advertise was, 
if | had a TV show, people would see me and 
get to know me, and I thought eventually 
they would consider me their attorney.” With 
Judy producing and Alan on camera doing 


interviews, Lawline started in 1983 on cable 
access in New York City, moved to PBS and 
became the longest-running legal TV show in 
history. Alan earned the nickname “Larry King 
of Law” as it became must-see TV for the legal 
set, drawing the biggest names in the New York 
legal world—Attorney Generals (including Elliot 
Spitzer), judges, top lawyers. Schnurman even 
got the last interview with Civil Rights leader 
Bill Kunsler, who represented the Chicago 
Seven, before Kunsler died. 

In 1999, Schnurman recognized the reach 
that the still-young internet could give to the 
lectures he’d been giving as part of continuing 
education to lawyers for years, and he launched 
Lawline.com. He kept it going after the internet 
bubble burst—even as others told him to close 
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it down—and last year the site offered more 
than 1 million courses, and it remains the 
market leader. His son, David, also a lawyer, not 
only took over running Lawline.com in 2006, but 
has grown the company exponentially. 

“Today he’s got 35 people working for him, 
including his sister, Michele, who’s a lawyer 
and in-house counsel,” Schnurman says. “Now 
he does lawyers, accountants, and real estate 
brokers. His mother and | always say, hopefully 
he'll take care of us in our golden years.” 

He pauses, the entertainer in him waiting a 
punchline beat. “We’ve said that for a long time, 
but Judy tells me, these are our golden years.” 

And they are enjoying them in the Hamptons. 
They love dining at Red Bar in Southampton, 
and Bridgehampton favorites Fresh, World Pie 
and Bobby Van’s. For the man who has run 
15 marathons and hiked to base camp on Mt. 
Everest, the East End offers many active outlets 
as well. “I walk the beach a lot. I love the beach,” 
he says. “I have my favorite areas. Shelter Island _ 
is one of them, I go to Mashomack Preserve a lot. 
On Sagaponack Road is a wonderful preserve, 
and | hike that all the time. It’s short, so I hike 
it around and around. Every season it changes, 
and | go continuously, and sure enough, I walk 
around and I see different things. Ill see a leaf 
or an animal or I'll see the water that’s bubbling 
differently that it was the last time.” 

Perspective. Empathy. They informed 
Schnurman’s approach to legal cases no less 
than they do his Sagaponack sojourns. “I tried 
cases for 30 years, day in and day out. I always 
thought of myself as Robin Hood. I took from. 
the rich insurance companies and | gave to 
working class people, and I changed their life. 
To me, it was almost like a religion.” 

That desire to help the working class 
remains. He purchased the Mary’s Marvelous 
building in East Hampton with some 
friends “because we realized there was a 


dearth of supply of apartments for couples 


and single people working in this mecca of 
asset-based investors,” he says. “Whether it’s 
the schoolteachers, the people working in 
the shops, people working at healthcare and 
medical facilities, all these people need places 
to live. You could rent a house, but the rentals 
here are prohibitive. 

“We need affordable housing,” he continues. 
You don’t need to look all that closely to see his 
passion rising. “People just cannot commute 
from the west....You’re going to have to have 
affordable housing or you’re going to have to 
put in superhighways. One or the other. And 
they’re not going to put in superhighways. 
You must give people the opportunity to work 
here if you want this community to continue to 
prosper and attract all we need to sustain it.” 

Sustainability is a concept close to Schnurman’s 
heart. This does not waiver whether the source 
is people or property. “Every development | 
did, I had to set aside two-thirds of the property 
for agricultural preserve, to keep it forever for 
future generations. And I’m a firm believer in 
that. Land is the key, and if you’re not going to 
preserve the land, you’re not going to have the 
land. If you’re not going to preserve our beauty, 
you're not going to have our beauty to attract 
future generations to come here and enjoy 
everything that we have. There is no place like 
the Hamptons. If you don’t preserve it, it’s just 
not going to be there.” ga

Renee held a huge party at their rented home, 
acostume party at which a huge boar was served 
with an apple in its mouth. Everyone dressed 
as royalty, as Romans, as_ barbarians. It 
was quite an affair. But my wife and I were 
not invited, so I do not know much more 
about it except that afterwards the neighbors 
said it was fine but they still wanted them 
out. 

Then it turned out that Renee had built the 
kitchen on one side of the house, but then said 
she changed her mind and wanted it built on 
the other side. Mayor Wines was their plumbing 
contractor. He did the work. It was said he had 
billed them, so far, more than a quarter of a 
million dollars. He should resign from being 
mayor. And he did. 

Wines’ successor as mayor was a Wall Street 


broker named Bill Hattrick, a well-liked man, 
a member of the social set and someone who, 
of a liberal persuasion, felt he could 
work through this tangle. But it was not 
to be. 

A few weeks later, a picture of Barry, 
carrying his bride across some imaginary 
threshold in front of the partially completed 
mansion, appeared on the cover of New York 
magazine. In the article that accompanied this 
cover, a reporter had asked one particularly 
vocal Southampton socialite, a woman named 
Charlotte McDonnell Harris, if she objected 
to the Trupins because Barry was Jewish. 
Her reply became a landmark in this case. 

“You said it, not me,” she replied. 

It also turned out that many people in the 
estate section of Southampton were building

illegal additions to their homes BEFORE getting 
variances to do so. It was speedier to do it that 
way. And so Barry filed a $4.5 million lawsuit 
against the village for violating his human 
rights. And then he called me to gleefully tell 
me that the woman who had declared her 
prejudice in New York magazine had built a 
porch that way. 

One month later, that woman suddenly died. 
Here was Barry’s comment: “God struck her 
down.” 

I visited the new mayor. He had an imaginative 
solution to all of this. He had proposed that 
Barry have a bulldozer bring in fill to one side 
of the house so the land would be higher on 
that side. If he did that, the offending turret 
would now be 33 feet above grade, not 40. He 
could rescind the stop-work order. He could go 
ahead. 

I urged Barry to accept this. He said he had. 
But he had insisted there be a time frame in 
which they could agree on it. That had passed. 
And now he’d made a decision. I’m moving out, 
he told me, and we will be selling this home to 
black people. 

Barry and Renee left, and the lawsuit 
proceeded. But Barry never rented the place. 
Nor could he sell this uncompleted property. 
Two years later, a jury decided that the Village 
had discriminated against Barry and Renee 
Trupin. Trupin was awarded $1.9 million in 
damages and the Village was ordered to pay 
all legal costs, for a total of nearly $3 million, 
which, according to the Mayor, they did not 
have. 

“This will bankrupt the village,” he said. An 
appeal wore on. And the village lived with this 
cloud over its head for another year, until an 


appeals court overturned the decision on a 


technicality. 

Eventually, the Trupin castle was sold for 
$2.3 million to Francesco Galesi, a New York 
City developer who took down several of 
the turrets a few feet and lived there 
summers for a generation with his wife and 
children. 

Eventually, in the overheated real estate 
market in 2003, the castle was sold for just under 
$30 million to Calvin Klein, who eventually had 
the whole thing torn down and replaced with 
a smaller glass-and-stone modern structure 
designed by architect Michael Haverland of 
East Hampton. 

The last time I spoke to Barry Trupin was in 
1995. He was calling me from his yacht in the 
Mediterranean and he told me he was doing fine 
and investing in shopping centers in Southern 
California, using money he had arranged from 
savings and loans. 

A few years after that, Barry was convicted 
of $6 million in tax evasion, accused of hiding 
personal money in corporations he ran. (He had 
also been convicted in August 1995 of dealing in 
stolen artwork after he tried to sell a Chagall). 
The latest appeal to his tax conviction that I 
can find came in 2007, when his 3.5-year prison 
sentence was confirmed. He is, perhaps, in jail 
today. 

I corresponded with his ex-wife Renee for a 
number of years back and forth by email. She 
had divorced Barry and now lived in the South 
of France as an aristocrat. She goes by the name 
Renee d’Arcy.

A Bike Trip to the Vineyards of the North Fork

ecause I’m a teacher, summer is my playtime. 

I’m free to dream up trips and imagine. It’s 
society’s gift to me for 10 months of looking after its 
kids. 

Looking at Google Maps, I saw an elegant bike 
route hiding in the Hamptons: from East Hampton to 
Greenport—taking two ferries in between—and then 
from Greenport back to East Hampton, camping for 
one night in Riverhead. 

I saw the trip as a challenge to bike 80 miles. I saw 
the trip as an excuse to visit some of the more than 
50 wineries that operate on the East End. Mostly 
though, I saw the trip as an opportunity for an 
unforgettable experience. 

I convinced my friend Andrew to join me. Our 
ride began auspiciously. Somewhere down the road 
we felt our packs dig into our shoulders. We hadn’t 
gone far, less than two miles, when we realized this 
would be difficult. It took time to adapt to our bikes. 
We persisted, though, and were rewarded with a 
beautiful view of Sag Harbor Bay as we rode on Route 
114 to the Shelter Island Ferry. 

“This is it,” Andrew said, as we looked at the tall, 
white sheets of majestic sailboats. 

The ferries to Shelter Island and Greenport gave 
us time to hydrate, relax and snack. It was mid- 
afternoon when we arrived in Greenport. Our first 
stop was Croteaux Vineyards in Southold, which 
specializes in rosés. There, Paula Croteau set us 
up with a tasting at the bar with a knowledgeable 


bartender who talked us through the menu. The bar 
and backyard were charming, with pebbles on the 
ground and tables with umbrellas positioned near an 
exposed barn and a view of the vineyard. 

Andrew and | tasted the lightly colored rosés and 
agreed that the Jolie was our favorite, although the 
popular vineyard had already sold out of this wine. 
Croteaux closes for the season on Labor Day and 
expects to sell out of all of their wines before next 
year. Visit soon—the shelf life of the wines mirrors 
the quote on the menu, “Rosé is meant to be enjoyed 
fresh and young.” 

Our other stop on the first day was Bedell Cellars 
in Cutchogue. This vineyard is a must-visit. We got 
the opportunity to speak with Bedell’s winemaker, 
Richard Olsen-Harbich, who is an advocate for 
environmentally conscientious wine. Olsen-Harbich 
talked. us through Bedell’s sustainable practices, 
such as composting, and explained the science 
of wine growing. To compliment his presentation, 
Olsen-Harbich showed us a display case that he 
created that features soil conditions and other 
environmental factors that impact vineyards. 

Andrew and I were treated to an impressive menu 
of wines that included award winners and history 
makers, such as the 2009 Merlot, which was served 
at the 2013 Presidential INMauguration. We bought a 
bottle of the 2012 vintage, thinking that if it was good 
enough for Obama, it’s good enough for us. 

Time got away from us after visiting Bedell and 
we had to hurry down to Indian Island in Riverhead 
to set up camp. Exhausted from the day’s riding, we

slept soundly. 

The following day we had a delicious breakfast at 
Lolly’s: Hut in Riverhead, which gave us a nice boost. 
Still, our energy was low and the thought of biking 
another 40 miles was oppressive. We gathered what 
little energy we had left to visit Baiting Hollow Farm 
Vineyard in Calverton. On another day, we would 
have enjoyed the location more, with its live band 
and horse rescue stables, but we were drained. We 
held our heads relatively high as we rode back to 
Riverhead to catch the S-92 bus. In all, we still rode 
60 miles and toured three vineyards. 

As this experience taught us, for the able-bodied 
and spirited, this trip is a must. It is tough but 
memorable. Along the way we learned about the 
homes that wines live in. They are destinations 
worth visiting on trips best shared with friends. gB. 
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Great Finds at The Times Vintage im Greenport

V intage chic with a bohemian twist is the name 
of the game at The Times Vintage in Greenport, 
a sweet boutique/art gallery that has been open for 
about a year. 

“This was all very spontaneous,” says owner 
Elizabeth Sweigart. “I’ve always loved vintage clothes 
and antiques—things that have a history and a 
story to them. I wanted a store of my own but never 
dreamed it would happen so soon.” 

Sweigart had graduated art school and been 
working at an art gallery in New York City when 
her father Michael bought a historic building in 
Greenport—it housed the Suffolk Times newspaper 
office at one time—as an investment. He was going 
to rent out the main floor to either a retail business 
or restaurant when he thought he should offer it to 
his daughter instead. 

“At first I said no,” Sweigart recalls. “I had only 
been out of school a year and didn’t think I was 
ready, though I had the idea in my head to do a store 
on my own someday. Then my father said he wanted 
to help and do the furniture buying, as that had been 
a dream of his, so we’re doing this now as a family. 
He figured if he was going to give the space over 
to someone it might as well be his own family. My 
mom used to take me to antique shows when ! was 
growing up, so! was always drawn to old things. We 
all agree it’s now a good team.” 

The large space had originally been a consignment 
shop, where Sweigart had shopped on visits to the 
East End. It wasn’t especially classy or well curated 
though, so Sweigart’s goal was to keep the quality 
high and have a unique boutique for the town, a 
place that would appeal to locals as well as tourists. 

“It’s challenging to find great deals now in vintage,” 


” 


she says. “It’s become so popular that 
we travel pretty far and wide to get good 
merchandise. We take road trips to Texas, 
Canada, Vermont and Massachusetts to 
load up. It’s pretty exciting to find little 
country stores with really wonderful 
vintage.” 

Sweigart, who is in her early 20s, buys 
items that are all quite a bit older than 
she is, as she defines true vintage as items 
older than 30 years. 

“I try and keep to the eras that I love 
the most—the ’50s, 60s and ’70s. Some 
90s stuff makes the cut if it’s really well 
made and special. I love great cocktail 
dresses, jackets, shoes and purses. My dad 
buys bureaus, Art Deco tables and vanities, 
mirrors. It helps to set the space up more 
like a fancy dressing room than a store.” 

To add variety, Sweigart has an art gallery 
in the back currently featuring paintings by Harold 
Olsen, a realist painter from Shelter Island, who 
paints lush landscapes and seascapes. The store also 
has occasional live music. An unusual offering is the 
Emotional Feng Shui reading done by Marise Hamm 
on the second Sunday of each month. 

“I get a reading every month,” Sweigart explains 
“because life and situations change so quickly. She 
has me pick out nine animal cards that represent 
different aspects of my life. She is always so spot- 
on, it really helps give me clarity on things that are 
happening.” 

“My next dream project is to have a proper old 
fashioned tearoom in the back with tea service and 
fancy pastries and sandwiches,” she says. 

This stretch of Main Street has been booming 
the last few years, with the new Gallery Hotel and

restaurants like 1943 Pizza Bar across the street. 
Another of Sweigart’s favorites is Brix & Rye, a 
Brooklyn-type bar in a Main Street basement where 
all the local shopkeepers gather at the end of the 
day. 

“It’s become a really hip, happening block,” she 
says. “It’s a unique place and has a whole life of 
its own away from the more touristy streets by the 
bay and marina. Lots of people come here direct 
from Orient off the ferry, and now more are coming 
for the weekend from the city and Brooklyn. We all 
have different businesses so we’re not competing 
with each other, just supporting each other, which 


is great.” Bo.

Mouthwatering in Montauk: Sushi at Westlake

ontinuing the Montauk tradition of seafood by 
the sea, Westlake Fish House has a whole world 
of flavor to offer its patrons. This steak and seafood 
restaurant makes use of the area’s natural beauty, 
and styles its entrées in a similarly gorgeous fashion. 

I made my way out to Montauk on a recent 
sunny evening, accompanied by my lovely girlfriend 
and dining companion Julie, to sample the sushi 
menu. (Westlake also offers separate lunch and 
dinner menus, though it’s possible to mix and match 
between the dinner and sushi menus.) Westlake’s 
patio is situated directly on Westlake Marina, placing 
diners in the midst of a lively waterfront scene, 
replete with seagulls, boats, aquariums and even a 
touch tank. The atmosphere is relaxed and casual— 
but the food is anything but. 

Our server, the cheerful Jessica, quickly took our 
drink order (the Fish House serves Bedell Cellars 
wine, produced locally in Cutchogue, along with beer 
from Patchogue’s Blue Point Brewing Company and 
a number of different brands of sake). I ordered the 
Sesshu Otokoyama, an extra-dry, cold sake poured 
from a gargantuan bottle into a chilled glass. The 
drink proved to be light and clean, with definite 
hints of the rice used in its production. In the balmy 
weather the drink didn’t stay too cold for too long— 
but some might call that an incentive to drink quickly 
and order another! The restaurant also features a 
wide range of specialty cocktails, but Julie decided 
to save as much room as possible for the sushi 


extravaganza to come. 

We began with the seaweed salad, 
which was a thick, briny and delicious 
affair with that great fish taste imparted 
by all good seaweed salads. The portion 
was huge, but we finished it all. A few 
minutes later, we were presented with 
a table-sized platter of sushi dishes, 
whipped up for us by chef and co-owner 
Larry Kolar. 

Floored by the variety in front of us, 
we eventually decided to begin with the 
spicy salmon roll, which was soft and 
fittingly spicy, with a tough exterior, which gave 
way to a delectable salmon center. Next up came the 
shrimp avocado roll—which was a little overbearing 
with its avocado, but went perfectly with the soy 
sauce on the table—and the California roll, which 
was deliciously crunchy. Though the tuna avocado 
roll was a bit on the plain side, its companion, the 
spicy tuna roll, more than made up for it with its fiery 
flavor and perfect texture. 

Next, we moved on to the specialty rolls—this was 
where the real fun began. The Rough Riders roll was 
a veritable tempest of shrimp tempura, cucumber, 
tuna and lobster salad, drizzled with an incredible 


- mixture of sauces, and the Wizard roll was no slouch 


either, featuring cucumber, avocado, peppered tuna 
and a layer of salmon on the top, all garnished with 
the chef’s special sauce. The final effect was one of 
fruitiness and zest that had us fighting over the last 
few pieces.

The East Coast roll offered a combination of salmon, 
mango, avocado and tuna, which pleased our palates 
to no end. We brought our dining experience to a 
close with the Flame Roll, a not-on-the-menu local 
secret composed of spicy lobster salad mixed with 
tuna and avocado and topped with a generous serving 
of roe. This was, as Julie put it, “the sushi equivalent 
of a lobster roll,” and the ideal way to end our meal at 
Westlake. Kolar later informed me that he, together 
with co-owner James Lyons, works to serve “as much 
local product as possible” (for example, local bigeye 
tuna often find their way onto the menu). Trust us—if 
you're finishing up a hard day’s work (or play) in 
Montauk, check out Westlake’s sushi offerings. You'll 
leave satisfied, full and still somehow yearning for 


more. ¢.

Husband found his three-olive martini “nice.”

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“Rent’s” Adam Pascal Changes Things -

hough Adam Pascal loves all the work he does 

on stage and before the camera, this multi- 
talented 43-year-old might change the order on his 
Wikipedia page from “actor, singer and musician” to 
read “musician” first. On Saturday, August 30 those 
who come to hear him interpret “classical Broadway 
standards” at the Southampton Arts Center will have 
a chance to see how Pascal’s various professional 
lives interact. 

Pascal, who was born in the Bronx and grew up 
in Syosset, is excited about playing the Hamptons 
because he has fond party-time memories of Neptune 
Beach from his high school years, and he has since 
been a frequent visitor, though he now lives in L.A.

An award-winning musical theater actor, Pascal 
starred as the HIV-positive rock guitarist Roger Davis 
in Rent on Broadway, in the movie version in 2005 
and in a touring production in 2009, performing in 
numerous cities in this country and in Japan and 
South Korea. Other musical acting credits include 
originating the role of the Egyptian general, Radames, 
in Elton John and Tim Rice’s Aida and playing the 
Emcee in the 1998 revival of Cabaret. He recently 
appeared as Huey Calhoun in the Broadway company 
of Memphis and as Billy Flynn in Chicago. His movie 


and television work is extensive, and he is 
currently shooting a film in California, about 
which he will only say it’s a musical and he’s 
starring with “some legendary guys.” 

After a brief stint as a personal trainer, 
Pascal moved into music as a hard rocker, 
playing guitar and bass in a number of 
bands, but he felt drawn to show tunes, 
which he has been doing for close to 
two decades, interpreting the American 
Broadway songbook with a powerful tenor 
voice. In 2006 he took part in the Macy’s 
Fourth of July Celebration, singing during 
the fireworks. 

Amazingly, Pascal says he had no formal 
training, either as a singer or an actor. He 
confesses he was kind of “arrogant” in his 
younger days but now appreciates learning 
from colleagues, especially on stage when 
part of a professional company. But he does 
love the challenge of doing a solo or small-group 
gig, which has become the constant in his life. 
Some performers he cites as inspiration are Billy 
Joel (a fantastic musician but “an underappreciated 
fabulous singer”). and heavy metal and new wave 
Brits, including Iron Maiden and Queen. 

Pascal will be the concluding act in the debut year of 
the Hamptons Songbook Salon Series, collaboration 
between Guild Hall and the Southampton Arts Center. 
The series, says Guild Hall’s Executive Director 
Ruth Appelhof, “is a salute to the great classic 
standards and the mesmerizing artists who brilliantly 
bring these songs to life.” For Pascal, the 130-seat 
Southampton venue could not be better because he 
has moved steadily over the years from large halls 
to intimate spaces where he can perform with only 
one or two musicians. In 2006, the band he formed

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Amagansett as Seen Through Artists’ Eyes

ow in its third year, “Amagansett Art: Across the 

Years,” an exhibition and sale for the benefit of 
the Amagansett Historical Association (AHA), seems 
bigger and better than ever—but it’s always been 
great, Jean Trusty Stiles says. One of four curators 
(along with Nina Gillman, Isabel Carmichael and 
Elena Prohaska Glinn), Stiles has an impressive 
photo of springtime Central Park in the show, but 
each curator graciously calls attention to the work 
of numerous others around the room. Eleven out of 
a total of 52 artists this year are photographers, and 
the space may seem larger, Stiles suggests, because 
a side door has been opened to admit more light 
and air. This has given the roomy, rustic Richard 
S. Jackson Carriage House a bit more display area 
for this year’s selections of paintings, sketches, 
images and small sculptures. The theme remains 
constant: it’s all about Amagansett, artists who 
lived and still have studios or teach here, or who 
live on the East End but have found inspiration in 
the magic landscape surrounding the hamlet. The 
sleepy beauty of the area may, perhaps, explain 
why representation rules (although there are indeed 
notable exceptions—Arnold Hoffmann’s perfectly 
composed, collage-looking brown, white and brown 
abstract, “White Water,” for one). 

Stiles notes that this year’s prices start at $150 
and there is a concentration of mid-range affordable 
offerings. There are also twofer deals, such as 
Betsy Pinover Schiff’s dramatically angled set of 
color images, “Beach Fences, Summer and Winter.” 
As always with the AHA annual, approximately 
50% of proceeds go to the organization, though 
Denise Regan (“Near Lazy Point” oil) and Richard 
Barons (b & w “Indian Wells”) have generously 


donated 100%. One particularly striking detail 
this year is the imaginative grouping of works 
both large and small. The emphasis is on art and 
artist simultaneously. Those with multiple larger 
pieces but diverse subject matter are scattered 
around the room, while those with restricted 
subject matter (Sue Gussow, for instance, with her 
subdued “Spent Roses”) have these pieces shown 
together. Where works are small, such as Hope 
Harris’s charming watercolors, “Pattypan Squash” 
and “Tuscon,” exhibiting one above the other 
invites comparison of technique in still life and 
the landscape. And then, of course, the curators 
have also gone for contrast of media and genre, so 
that individual pieces stand out from immediate 
neighbors. Ralph Carpentier’s distinctive cloud oil 
on linen “Earth, Sky, Farm” sits in quiet elegance 
near Gosta Peterson’s dramatic, model-in-butterfly- 
dress b & w solarized photograph, shot in 1967 for 
The New York Times. 

Although it’s impossible to name everyone in the 
exhibit without succumbing to “telephone bookitis,” 
some artists demand to be noticed. Among the 
photos, Morgan McGivern’s b & w silver prints with 
handmade frames (“Girl and Pony” and “Gingerbread 
House Wedding”) attract viewers with their slightly 
surreal quality of subjects fading into one another. 
R.J.T. Haynes’s signature Cornish cows are still up for 
display, but so is his witty watercolor/mixed media, 
“Bug Screen” (a recent Dan’s cover), a diagram 
linear perspective of a reclining figure on a hot 
summer’s day. Mike Landi’s “Lazy Point Morning” 
oil commands attention with its aerial perspective 
and glistening bare branch and sharply defined field 
grasses. 

Anne Seelbach’s three acrylics on paper, blues and 
browns harmoniously prominent, show how a muted

or limited (surface) palette can invoke concern 
about our fragile environment. It’s also difficult not 
to note Elizabeth Levine’s tactile “Floral Crescent,” 
its multicolored buds pressed into an arc, or David 
Suter’s gorgeous mixed media geometry in “Shades” 
and “Taken at the Flood,” set in carved frames. 
“Amagansett Art: Across the Years” is an intelligent 
and inviting exhibit, a sensitive mix of well known 
and emerging artists all of whom celebrate common

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Surfboard Art—Making Waves on Gallery Walls

A rt on surfboards isn’t a new idea, but the 
reasons for _painting/screening/printing 
on these moveable surfaces change as rapidly as 
surf conditions themselves. The images speak to 
obsessions with surface, as well as endangered 
ecology, logo consumerism, random sloganeering 
and swell riffs on traditional design. Several East 
End artists have taken to the board as a canvas this 
summer, making art that finds itself everywhere from 
the beach to Bloomingdale’s to the high-end art fairs. 

East End artist-designed boards were on exhibit at 
the ArtHamptons Fair and at Art Southampton last 
month. One of the artists tapped to create a board 
was Southampton’s Jeff Muhs, who creates furniture, 
paintings and sculpture, all inspired by the East End. 
As a spin-off design of his latest body of work, Muhs 
painted a surfboard that “resembles what it feels like 
to surf” he says. The board reflects the current body 
of paintings Muhs is creating. 


‘Peter Dayton was also included in the fair exhibit. - 


His surfboard artwork pays homage to the high 
culture of abstraction and the throwback 1950s 
culture of classic surf art. The East Hampton artist’s 
rectangular wood panels have echoes of iconic ’50s 
and ’60s painting by Kenneth Noland and Barnett 
Newman mashed up with The Beach Boys. He hangs 
ten on highly epoxied wood boards festooned with 
stripes and Hawaiian flowers and surf-style logos.

Jeff Muhs surfboard and art 


Commissioned by skateboard company Supreme 
for their Artist series, Sagaponack resident Richard 
Prince designed two skate decks and has also used 
his icon with a twist, Skull Bunny, on a surfboard. 
The decks feature a hippie cartoon character on a 
white background and a laser-etched Playboy bunny 
skull on black. The pair make for a stark contrast that 
add to Prince’s odd ball iconography of found images 
and manipulated appropriations. 

Montauk’s Tin Ojeda began painting in the early 
2000s, as well as working with screen printing and 
photography. An avid surfer, he spray-painted a 
surfboard for a friend using words as his graphic. 
The usable object soon became a subject for his 
photography as well as a form of self-advertising for 
his art/surf film “Daughter” released last year. 

While x-rays usually conjure up images of hospitals 
and airport security scanners, to Wainscott artist 
Steve Miller, they are a way to see “the health of 
the planet” from the inside out. Working out of 
a renovated potato barn studio, Miller has been 
using x-rays of flora and fauna he took in South 
America as the basis for some wide-ranging art— 
paintings, prints on glass, clothing and surfboards. 
They formed a series he called “Health of the Planet.” 

Miller’s sci-fi transparent images of alligators, 
snakes—complete with undigested mouse in belly— 


and manta rays festoon a series of surfboards that 
are on display in the windows of Bloomingdale’s 
in Manhattan as well as at the LongHouse in East 
Hampton’s season opening show. 

Montauk’s Dalton Portella has been creating a 
series of work using sharks as his theme ever 
since he took a cage dive last summer and became 
fascinated with both their plight as an overfished 
species and a sleek model for his artwork. Sharks 
on boards allows for an ominous reading of their 
presence both above and silently—cue the “Jaws” 
music—below the board. 

Never one to miss an opportunity to remain 
relevant, the Andy Warhol Foundation and Tim 
Bessell of Bessell Surfboards have created a limited 
edition of Artist series surfboards that are being sold 
through Gagosian Gallery online and in their Madison 
Shop in Manhattan. The Artist Series surfboard

combines graphics inspired by artist Andy Warhol 
on Tim’s most popular surfboard shapes. Warhol’s 
ever popular Marilyn and Flowers are among the 
images being screened on the boards. @.

few hours of work, a soggy lunch and a glimpse 

at the back of Mark Feuerstein’s head—that’s 
what I expected to get out of being an extra on the 
set of Royal Pains, but my experience last Thursday 
was much different. 

The day began at 9 a.m. when I reported to 
“holding” at Westhampton Beach High School. As an 
alumna, I never imagined I would return to my high 
school for the filming of a major television show. It 
felt so strange seeing the cafeteria transformed into 
a studio and salon. 

I watched young actors circling the room, handing 
out business cards and trying to make a name for 
themselves. Left and right, models were getting 
their already-beautiful hair and makeup done to 
perfection. And there I was,'a Dan’s Papers intern 
with no acting experience trying to blend in. 

I approached the wardrobe station confidently. I 
spent all morning putting together what I thought 
was the perfect outfit to meet the standards of Royal 
Pains. 

Of course, I was completely wrong. The wardrobe 
expert was not too pleased with my normal-sized 
jewelry and soft color palette. He exchanged my 

‘white shorts for a purple and turquoise pair of floral 
shorts, gave me a large and bulky orange bracelet 
(apparently, contrast is key!) and adorned me with 
probably the largest and heaviest earrings I’ve ever 
seen. I think my earlobes are still a little stretched 
out. 

Once I was transformed from bland to cool (i was 
playing a hip restaurant patron), it was time for my 
hair and makeup check. Though most of the extras, 
even the guys, were given a makeup re-do, mine 
actually passed the test. So did my hair, at least after 


being solidified with what 
seemed to be an entire can of 
hairspray. 

All dolled up, I sat down at 
an empty table and awaited 
further instructions. As | 
waited, Chris and Dylan—two 
fellow East Enders who had 
no acting experience either— 
happened to sit at my table. | 
divulged my secret to them, 
telling them I was actually a 
Dan’s Papers intern, and the 
three of us remained together 
as outsiders. 

All of the extras waited until 
noon with no hint as to when 
filming would begin. Soon 
the staff appeased the eager 
crowd with something I never 
thought I'd see in my high 
school cafeteria—real food! 
As we ate our bountiful plates 
of chicken, potatoes and fresh 
veggies, we saw Scott Disick 


and Royal Pains lead Mark Mark Henerstein of ie Hamptons hit “Royal Pains” 


Feuerstein walk right past 
our table. I knew Scott’s appearance meant the 
Kardashians were coming. 

We finally departed at 1:30 p.m. and only learned 
of our destination as we pulled into the parking lot 
of Docker’s. Filming took place from 1:30-8 p.m., a 
majority of which was used to shoot a brief scene 
that lasted only a few minutes. It made me realize 
how much work goes into a single episode, especially 
after seeing the 50-plus people working backstage. 

In a huge stroke of luck, I was seated with my new 


pals Chris and Dylan, along 
with one additional extra. We 
were only two tables away 
from the show’s stars, Mark 
Feuerstein, Paulo Costanzo 
and Brooke D’Orsay! | tried 
not to stare and attempted 
to sip my flat ginger ale, 
which was meant to pass for 


‘champagne. 
In the next scene, the 
cast “spotted” Khloe 


Kardashian and Scott Disick 
at the restaurant. Khloe was 
instructed to laugh and after 
only a few minutes of filming, 
Mark Feuerstein ended 
the Kardashian filming by 
shouting, “That’s a wrap for 
Khloe and Scott” and started 
his own round of applause. 
=The cast laughed and 
8 everyone joined in clapping, 
ggiving the Kardashian duo 
=the goodbye they probably 
hoped for.: 

Throughout my entire 11.5- 
hour day, I was filmed for no more than three 
hours—all of which was used for one scene. But 
despite my minor appearance on camera, the day 
went better than I could have ever expected. I met 
new friends, enjoyed a great meal, and ‘was paid to 
be in the presence of famous actors at a beautiful 
restaurant. 

I'd definitely work as an extra again, but not for a 
little while. I went home with a quite the headache— 


my own royal pain. ga 
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Booker T Brings Signature Soul to Riverhead

Se, oul legend Booker T. Jones is coming back 
to Suffolk Theater this Friday, August 29, for 
what will surely prove to be a night of cool, funky 
sounds from this master of the Hammond B-3. 
“Green Onions,” “Hip Hug Her,” “Soul Limbo,”— 
Booker T, along with his band the MGs, 
originated so many classic Hammond organ 
tunes that his name is practically synonymous 
with the rich sound of that beloved instrument. 

The Hammond B-3, an iconic electric organ 
that made the jump from gospel music and 
came to saturate soul music in the ’60s and 
70s, has been Booker’s signature instrument 
from the moment he hit the scene in 1962 with 
that indelible Booker T and the MGs “Green 
Onions” riff. 


Booker T plays his other axe 


Booker’s work with the Hammond started 
when he was a child in Memphis. “When I was 
8 or 9, my piano teacher Merle Glover had a 
Hammond B-3 in her living room,” he explains, 
“so | was fortunate enough to be exposed 
to it then, and fortunate that she was so 
good at it.” Hammond organs were quite a bit 
more expensive than pianos—Booker figures 
that Glover must have spent every penny she 
earned on her monthly payments. 

Even though he’s most associated with the 
Hammond organ instrumentals he recorded 
with the MGs in the ’60s, when Booker takes 
the stage at the Suffolk Theater he won’t be 
confined to the organ console. 

“l like to play the blues, and they tend to work 
better on the guitar,” he points out. “The blues 
tend to be in ‘guitar’ keys, and you can bend 
the strings.” 

Infact, Booker has been a multi-instrumentalist 
from a very early age, playing bass, reed and 
brass instruments—believe it or not, he has a 
degree in trombone performance from Indiana 
University. An early incarnation of the MGs had 
him on guitar, and Booker now makes his guitar 
playing and singing a regular part of his show. 

Concerts also provide an opportunity 
for Booker to showcase his long history 
of collaborating with songwriters and 
recording artists across a wide range of 
genres. Collaboration was the name of the 
game in the 1960s, when Booker T and the 
MGs were essentially the house band at the 
legendary soul label Stax Records in Memphis, 
backing up everyone from Sam and Dave to 
Otis Redding to Albert King. While at Stax, 
Booker co-wrote “Born Under a Bad Sign” for 
King, a song that was later covered by Eric 
Clapton’s band Cream. Also at Stax, he co-wrote 
“I've Never Found a Girl (To Love Me Like 


You Do)” with Eddie Floyd. 

“I was mostly in charge of the string 
arrangement for that track,” recalls Booker. 
“Stax was really like a job—we had to show 
up on time and we would get assignments, to 
compose string charts or write up lead sheets. 
It was a very pleasant job—and it was about 
two blocks from where | lived. It was also an 
opportunity to learn a lot and produce a lot of 
music.” 

This history of collaboration continued 
beyond Stax and into the present day. In the ’70s, 
Booker worked with Bob Dylan, playing bass on 
the track “Knockin’ on Heaven’s Door”’—you 
might hear a soulful rendering of that song at 
Suffolk Theater. Also at Suffolk Theater, Booker 
will certainly touch on recent work he’s done 
with Neil Young and the Drive By Truckers, and 


his work with Leon Russell and Elton John. 

But it always comes back to the beloved 
Hammond B-3. Fans of Booker’s Hammond 
organ classics will not go away without hearing a 
full accounting of the big ones. Listen especially 
for “Hang ‘Em High,” an MGs song that allows 
Booker to reveal the Hammond’s full glory. 

“The B-3 is the instrument of choice for me. 
I've been playing it so long I can just shut my 
eyes and express myself.” And we can shut our 
eyes and listen. g@

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An “Unnatural” Murder on the Left Coast

The Permanent Press, the 
publisher of Connie Dial’s 
third Josie Corsino murder 
mystery, Unnatural Murder, 
wonders if by calling her 
series “Police Procedurals” 
they inadvertently did Dial an 
injustice. The term is often 
used to refer to a “lesser sub- 
species of crime writing,” and 
her books are so much more. 
In spite of this remark, however, one of the most 
effective aspects of Unnatural Murder is the authentic 
glimpse it provides into the procedures of police 
work. It’s clear that the author, who had a 27-year 
career with the LAPD working Hollywood’s mean

David, a talented pianist and painter 
who has taken up with a woman his 
mother’s age—and, to Josie’s dismay, 
is not making use of his artistic talents. 
Josie’s husband of 24 years has just 
walked out, fed up with her priorities 
(a passion for work over all), and 
though Josie has no regrets (finding 
solace in the arms of a handsome 
colleague), she wishes she and her 
son were closer. She does, however, 
enjoy excellent relations with her 
staff, superiors and subordinates— 
and especially with her best buddy, 
Lt. Marge Bailey, whose funny, dead- 
on, potty-mouth expressions make 
for lively exchanges, especially as the 
two women eat, drink and banter in 
local bars. Josie’s excellent at what 
she does, so much so that, alas, the 
reader never doubts she will prevail. She’s moved 
up and will stay there. As Marge says, “Glass ceilings 
only bother assholes too stupid or weak to break 
them.” She and Josie dislike manipulative women 
who play the gender card, who “somewhere hidden 
in their subconscious minds, expected and wanted 
to be treated differently because they were women.” 
Still, as Dial shows, bias against women is out there: 
A powerful real estate developer, whose son has 
been killed, sneers “A woman!” when he meets Josie, 
as if “he’d just discovered a big blue turd standing 
on his porch.” 


EOLA AS TO EE AE NE, 
One of the most effective aspects 

of the book is the authentic 

glimpse it provides into 

police procedures. 


Unnatural Murder is so named for the two 
transgender victims whose bodies are discovered 
at the start of the book, but it would be a stretch to 
say that the murder mystery is a thriller. Moreover, 
Josie’s never in serious trouble. She’s super smart 
and instinctively savvy, but the reader wishes she 
were fleshed out more. Her private life—her son, 
her lover—seems extraneous to the main action, 
though the domestic scenes do confirm both her 
ruling passion for her job and her conflict over the 
consequences of her own affair. “There was no way 
she could separate her job from her personal life. As 
a captain she couldn’t live with a man who worked 
for her...It was complicated on a lot of levels.” She 
adores what she does: “There was no way [Dial likes 
this phrase] to explain how good it felt knowing 
she was among an elite few who woke up every 
morning and got paid to strap on a gun and go look 
for trouble. She liked helping people too, but had to 
admit, without the dangerous, adrenaline-pumping 
aspects of this job, it would be social work and she’d 
be doing something else.” 

Unnatural Murder presents memorable 
glimpses into the seedy parts of Hollywood 
(mo “sparkling ink granite stars or 
celebrity impersonators. No tourists or paparazzi”), 
made even more disgusting by the heat wave 
gripping LA. 

Josie’s turf is mostly vacant buildings, broken 
concrete with weeds, “alleys reeking of human 
waste”—territory inhabited by the homeless, 
runaways, addicts. As the news media continue 
to show, violent crime, especially in gang-infested 
areas, is hardly on the wane, and redressing police 
brutality, though of concern to law enforcement, has 
a ways to go. So, all the more power to Josie, and the 
dedicated men and women who follow procedures 
with intelligence and compassion.

East End regular Pierce

“November Man,” because, as they say in the 
film, after he comes through everything dies. 

I guess that kind of works, although they 
might give the film another title in the more 
temperate zones, where November isn’t the 
same frosty killer it is up north. Devereaux 
is a Jason Bourne-like figure, a ruthless and 
unbreakable killing machine, now returned to 
the field to deal with a fearsome adversary. As you 
would predict if you have any exposure to this 
type of film, the adversary in question is of course 
himself a protégé of the November Man—no one 
else could possibly begin to rival such a killer except 
another with the same training. Unlike the PG-rated 
Bond films, The November Man is rated R, so expect 
considerably more violence, bloodshed and more 
than just the suggestion of sex. 


LIFE OF CRIME 

Life of Crime is based on the book The Switch by 
Elmore Leonard, and like another film based on a 
Leonard book, the beloved Get Shorty, Life of Crime is 
about lowlifes trying to play above their level. Frank 
Dawson, played by Tim Robbins, has been embezzling 
money for years and stowing it in offshore accounts, 


keeping his wife Mickey 
(Jennifer Aniston) in 
the dark about it and 
spending some of the 
excess on his sex kitten 
Melanie, played by Isla 
Fisher. When two career 
criminals kidnap Mickey 
and demand a ransom, 
to their horror they 
discover that Frank 
would much rather have 
his wife mysteriously 
disappear then _ deal 
with extricating himself 
from his marriage—and 
he would rather not 
owe any alimony. What 
follows is the comedy of 
errors, here enlivened by

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Cycling Toward a Better Fitness Regime

few weeks ago, | attended a class at FlyWheel 
in Sag Harbor at the Sag Harbor Gym on Bay 
Street. 

I opted to head to the studio at 7:30 a.m. on 
Saturday. It sounded like a good idea when | signed 
up, but forcing myself out of my Southampton 
bed earlier than | normally wake up was a bit of a 
challenge. 

Though | still have marathon dreams on my mind, 
] haven’t been running much this summer because 
of lingering knee and IT band issues, so I’ve been 
trying to find activities that keep me active, but 
require much less pavement pounding. Spinning was 
something that appealed to me for just this reason. 

Luckily, there’s never a dull moment in a spin 
class, as it allows you to come tired but leave 
rejuvenated. Here’s why: 


Class was held in complete darkness. It was the 
perfect environment for someone who isn’t used to 
spinning, much less spinning so early in the morning. 
Staff members are equipped with flashlights to guide 
you to your bikes, if you arrive behind schedule. 


The music could easily be confused with that of 
a popular Hamptons nightclub. It kept me amped 
while allowing me to get lost in the music. It’s easy 
to feel motivated to pedal when Top 40 tanes are 
pulsating through your head. 


You can work your arms. At the end of class, we 
pulled out our weighted bars, conveniently located 
on either side of the wheel for compact storage. 
(Two bars, one lighter than the other, were available 
to use.) Our instructor then lead us through weight 


lifts, which were surprisingly hard 
considering I felt that our arms 
shouldn’t be that tired. The key to 
toning arms (or any muscle) is to 
do many repetitions with a lighter 
weight, while doing few repetitions 
with a heavy weight will lead to 
muscle bulk. FlyWheel has the 
toning concept down. 


The instructors are encouraging. 
Running is largely a project in 
self-motivation. Though I tend to 
relish the solitude, it was nice to 
have an instructor motivate me 
throughout the session. For those 
who were more intense than I was, 
the instructor occasionally flipped 
to a leaderboard to show who in 
the class had the most power output. 
I was simply thankful that she only 
showed the top people and not the basement 
dwellers, but for competitive types, I could see this 
being a nice incentive. (Perhaps because of that, 
this is the first studio class I attended all summer 
where men made up a significant portion of the 
participants.) 


You can go at your own pace. Each bike displays 
your resistance (torq), speed (RPMs) and your 
power output. The instructor will make you well 
aware of how you should set your bike, mimicking 
uphill and downhill rides, as well as straightaways. 


Though the instructor guides you with how you 


should set your bike, it’s totally up to you to 
decide what’s appropriate for your level. And, in the 
darkness, no one has to know.

Take a break, and stay for the stretching, start your 
day off right. Like any exercise, solely committing 
to one type of cardio without proper recovery or 
strengthening other muscles can lead to injury. 
Our FlyWheel instructor lead us through a series 
of stretches at the end of class. | was surprised by 
how many people left before the stretching was 
over. Cooling down is vital. And, by the same token, 
so is warming up. FlyWheel was good about easing 
everyone into the workout. But, let the instructor 
motivate you to push yourself. You'll begin the day 
on a high note, ready to take on anything it throws

Wallpaper: Bringing Modern Design to the Home

_ Wallpaper has been in and out 
of favor for over a hundred 
years. In recent times it has 
not been considered to be 
_modern, and is often relegated 
to “frumpy” interior design. 
-Papering is back—with new, 
fresh designs that are meant for 
_a variety of applications—from 
beach cottages and modern 
urban dwellings to dorms and 

traditional homes. The pattern 
and texture of the paper when applied to a wall 
gives a powder room, mudroom, foyer or bedroom 
an instant sense of character; filling the void when 
there’s a lack of architectural detailing, or adding to 
the detailing that is already in place. Through recent 
visits to New York’s International Contemporary 
Furniture Fair (ICFF), London’s Decorex and Milan’s 
Salone Mobile, I spotted many new wallpaper 
collections. 

Wallpaper company Trove debuted classic, yet 
modern designs at this year’s ICFF show in New 
York. One of my favorite garden-inspired patterns, 
tapping into the beauty of ethereal French gardens, is 
Trove’s “Macondo.” Depicting a gorgeous garden in 
unusually muted colors, this paper looks more like an 
oversized mural than wallpaper. Trove’s designers, 
Jee Levin and Randall Buck, created these large-scale 
and graceful papers, which are eco-friendly, low-VOC 
and made from recycled materials. Slightly different 
than the traditional repetitive patterns of many 
papers, these designs are magnificent.

World-renowned designer Elizabeth 
Dow creates her nature-inspired 
designs while tapping into the beauty 
of the Hamptons. 


French saddle maker and fashion house Hermés 
has embraced the wallpaper craze as well, and 
recently introduced 14 patterns which were created 
by various designers and pay homage to the 
company’s famous archived silk scarves. There’s a 
wide variety to choose from, including trompe l'oeil 
bookshelves and their quintessential horse and sport 
scenes, 

Cole & Sons has been cranking out. gorgeous 
wallpaper for quite some time, but the floral and 
garden patterns from their new Folie collection take 
us straight to Parisian gardens—but with a modern 
viewpoint. The patterns look to Versailles and the 
statues, menageries and gardens of France. Another 
pattern from Folie’s collection, called “Tivoli,” is 
taken from the Jardin de Tivoli garden in Paris. In 
addition to illustrations of a variety of florals, the 
paper shows hummingbirds and butterflies on the 
leaves. 

It is wonderful to note that there is a world- 
renowned, local designer creating innovative 
papers right here on the East End of Long Island. 
Elizabeth Dow creates her nature-inspired designs 
while tapping into the beauty of the Hamptons. 
The company was founded in 1992 in Manhattan, 
then moved to Amagansett’s Applied Art School 
in 2005, when Dow took the helm as the school’s 
director. Dow’s wallpapers have been growing in 
popularity for quite some time, and even adorn 


the walls of famous digs, including the 
White House, fashion designer Jason 
Wu’s studio and the home of former 
New York Mayor Michael Bloomberg. 
Dow utilizes low VOC, water-based 
paint to create 250 wallpaper patterns. 
She paints them and allows them to dry 
in between each process. This labor 
of love has produced many unique

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Accessorizing the Walls: Make It Personal

Ihink of dressing your walls the same way you 
think of dressing yourself. This is a great way to 
express your creativity. Just as you choose jewelry, 
shoes and bags to enhance an outfit you can choose 
colors, patterns and textures to enhance a room. 
As an interior designer, | know that choosing the 
right piece for a room—or an outfit—is a process. 
It’s important to first choose the right type of wall 
accessory that appeals to your senses, then decide 
how to coordinate it with the feeling of the space. 
Secondly, determine how to display or arrange your 
wall accessory.

If family photos are more your style, you can 
make them work by displaying them as a collection 
on one wall.

here are many home security options available 

on the East End. However, there’s a new security 
item on the scene that’s been making waves since it 
successfully received crowdfunding (nearly doubling 
its original goal of $30,000). It’s being billed as “the 
world’s most intelligent doorbell.” 

The Chui Doorbell is.a “smart” doorbell, capable of 
providing facial recognition and delivering recorded 
greetings. The full gamut of commercial offerings from 
the developers of the Chui Doorbell also include real- 
time notifications, two-way voice communication, 
pre-recorded identity-based messages, the ability to 
unlock doors and more. Also included is the popular 
home automation that’s been all the rage in the 
Hamptons for a few years now. This of course refers 


to programming your appliances, 
with the option of doing so from 
afar. 

While, of course, there’s no 
replacing an _ ultra-high-tech 
automated home security system, 
the Chui Doorbell is a_ solid 
investment for those in apartments, 
guest houses or smaller homes. The 
$200 price tag is unbeatable. 

I spoke to Rich Simonetti of SCAN 
Security for an expert’s look at the 
Chui Doorbell home _ protection 
system. “The technology offered is 
something that plenty of folks in 
the Hamptons are curious about,” 
Simonetti said. “There’s technology

on the market today that is directed at the same kind 
of need that’s being offered here, which is for people 
out here who have summer homes, second homes, 
that kind of thing.” 

The Chui Doorbell does seem perfectly suited for 
those who may not spend the entirety of their time 
in the Hamptons. The Chui Doorbell’s somewhat 
cheeky website (preorder.getchui.com) highlights 
scenarios in which their system could be useful, 
such as: “Chui’s motion detection and live feed 
capabilities enable you to use it inside your house 
for monitoring and security purposes. You no longer 
have to stay up to tell your late teenager that he’s 
grounded because he missed curfew. Chui will detect 
him sneaking in and tell him that he’s grounded 
for you! Make sure the dog walker actually showed 
up. Enjoy the peace of mind of having Chui inside 
your home and get instant notifications if anybody 
breaches your space!” 

One of the more fascinating features of the Chui 
Doorbell is the ability to generate and scan QR 
codes to allow visitors who have the code the ability 
to enter your home. Having guests over for dinner 
and drinks? Generate a code and let them scan 
themselves in while you prepare dinner and get the 
wine flowing. Concerned about those with a QR code 
using it to enter your home again, unannounced? 
Well, get new friends first, and then delete the code, 
preventing them from using it again.

“Being able to remotely access your home is 
something the security industry is very heavily 
involved in,” Simonetti said. “Accessing your home 
remotely is a big draw. Certainly, at SCAN, we’re 
very in-tune with that need. I do know that for our 
customer base we are directing technologies toward 
that kind of need required by homeowners and 
businesses, as well. Facial recognition and voice 
recognition are both already being offered in the 
marketplace and are hugely popular with our East 
End clientele.” 

The Chui Doorbell works by creating an ad-hoc WiFi 
hotspot wherein it’s able to use your smartphone (or 
tablet or laptop) to access a URL (generated by the 
system) where you can complete the setup process. 
The process seems simple enough, and can’t be 
fooled, courtesy of its facial recognition software. 

“As this kind of technology gets more perfected, 
these kinds of offerings will become the new standard 
for security professionals,” Simonetti said. “It’s being 
analyzed and studied by the industry. | think it’s 
always good to look at new technology to learn how 
we can serve our customers better.” 4

the Hampton Classic. 

The LIHSSRD, co-founded by Katie McGowan, 
was created to provide riders with disabilities the 
same competitive experience that other equestrians 
enjoy. Riders are judged on equitation—the art 
of horsemanship—as well as demonstration and 
knowledge of riding skills. McGowan’s daughter 
Emily won the Equitation with Aids championship 
last year at age eight. This year she won some 
beautiful ribbons in a higher division. 

McGowan founded HorseAbility, a nonprofit that 
organizes the Long Island Horse Show Series for Riders 
with Disabilities, in 1993. It was a near-miraculous 
event that inspired McGowan to create HorseAbility. 
She had lent her horse to a physical therapist to 
conduct a hippotherapy session. Hippotherapy is a 
program that encourages disabled people to ride in 
order to help them improve physical, occupational 
and speech skills. “I saw a girl who couldn’t walk - 
without crutches get up on my horse, and afterward, 
she got down and actually walked holding onto her 
mother’s arm,” says McGowan. 

Creating the program was the acectnnlilisaiet ofa 
lifetime. “The program was my first baby, then I had 
children,” she says. 

Proving the success of the LIHSSRD, many have 
come a long way, like Bruce Fint, 21 of Brentwood, 
who got his best ribbon this year, a third place on a 
pinto named “Reno.” As he exited the ring, he cried 
out to his parents, Alison and Bruce Sr., “I did it!” 

Bruce has been riding for ten years. “At first, they 
were hesitant to take him in the program,” said 
his mother, Alison Fint. Her son is autistic and has 
several medical issues, including seizures, lack of 
depth perception and language delays. Team sports 
were out of the question. It was very tough for him to 
listen to instructions, especially with the distraction 
of being on a pony. But it worked out. “Now Bruce 
is actively participating,” Alison said, praising the 
HorseAbility program. “He’s now a very engaged 
young man. Now, not only does he like being around 
horses, but also that he’s happy to be around people. 

“Though he can’t be part of a sport team, he 
is absolutely part of the group when he’s riding. 
He loves taking the horse back to the stall after 
lessons,” Alison said. “And he has a blast every time 
he rides.” 

Horseback riding can be risky business for anyone, 
but Alison developed great trust. “They’ve made 
him safe in what could be an unsafe sport.” Another 
bonus has been that he’s built more core strength. 

She said there is a unique bond that develops 
between horse and rider, who learns trust, confidence 
and many other personal skills. It’s even been great 
for bonding between mother and son. “I got tired of 
just hanging around while he was riding, and now I 
ride with him,” Alison says. “He shows me how to | 
do things. And we have fun chasing each other on 
a horse!” 

Victoria Natale, 22, has been riding since she was 
six. After she collected her ribbons, she watched the 
next division from her wheelchair. Mom Rae held the 
ribbons, noting that “she rode even with a sore wrist 
that’s scheduled for surgery next week!” 

Monday began with each rider receiving an award 
for qualifying for the finals at the Hampton Classic 
in a series of Long Island shows. It was followed by 
competition in the three classes calling for differing 
levels of riding skill and use of spotters, or none. This 
year was the first that included a jumping division. 
Riders for this event have access to mounting blocks 
and ramps to get them on their horse. They use 
safety stirrups, some with extra width for boots, 
which may be specially constructed for them. ga

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The Orchard: Stanford White’s Final Masterpiece

he Southampton Historical Museum recently 

hosted a terrific lecture titled “The Orchard, 
Stanford White’s Final Masterpiece.” The lecture was 
presented by renowned author and architect Gary 
Lawrance. 

It was thrilling to be able to experience such 
an important and significant piece of American 
architecture. Not long ago, The Orchard, which is 
now called Whitefield, was in great distress and 
in danger of being demolished. Without the help 
and dedication of visionary conservation groups, 
developers and like-minded village citizens, this 
magnificent home would have been lost to future 
generations. 

The evening’s lecture gave great insight into what 
it was like to live in the Gilded Age. The Music 
Room and gardens at Southampton’s Whitefield 
Condominiums showed everyone what a truly 
successful adaptive reuse of historical structures 
and grounds can accomplish. 


firm’s many signature summer estates. Other notable 
commissions on the East End include the homes of 
the Montauk Association and the Shinnecock Golf 
Club. In 1915, Country Life magazine recognized The 
Orchard “Whitefield” as one of 12 most significant 
country homes in America. 

It is widely recognized that Whitefield was the 
last project White worked on prior to his murder by 
Harry Thaw in 1906. Thaw was a jealous husband 
angered over White’s affair with his wife. 

I am always taken back by the elaborate gardens 
and the ambience they create on this magnificent 
16-acre country estate. The evening was filled with 
images of life at The Orchard and the surrounding 
community, many of which Lawrance found while 
researching and co-authoring the bestselling book 
Houses of the Hamptons 1880-1930 with fellow 
architect Anne Surchin. Lawrance shared insights 
and commentary into the Southampton Summer 
Colony life and what it had been like to mingle with 
some of this nation’s most powerful and influential 

families. 


The Orchard was designed 
and built for financier James L. 
Breese in 1895 by the esteemed 
architectural firm of McKim, 
Mead & White. The Orchard is 
generally considered to be one of 
the finest summer homes White 
ever designed. White and Breese 
were good friends, and White 
would often stay at the home and 
help design many improvements 
and additional wings. 

Whitefield is a magnificent 
example of early Greek revival 
architecture and was one of the

unchanged for over 100 years gave me a small 
glimpse into life at the time. 

McKim, Mead & White had designed over 300 
private residences and were part of an ever-evolving 
laboratory of ideas and design that poured out of the 
architect’s hand. It is fascinated to know that many 
of White’s original designs, drawings and sketches 
are archived just to the west at Columbia University. 

White was a Renaissance man and a repository of 
ideas, many of which were made from sketching trips 
to Europe. His vast association and collaboration 
with some of the greatest architects, artisans and 
craftsman of his time allowed him to forge a solely 
unique American architecture that still inspires us

Restaurant Review: Dockside Bar & Grill

have a habit of taking the Dockside in Sag Harbor 

for granted. It’s always right there on Bay Street, 
overlooking the water, doing its farm-to-table thing. 
In fact, the Dockside uses a lot of produce from Sag 
Harbor’s own Dale & Bette’s Farm, one of my favorite 
organic farms. Oh well, I'll drink to that, so I started 
things off with a “Beach Plum 75” of Greenhook 
Beach Plum Gin, fresh lemon and prosecco on the 
rocks. It was light and refreshing, with a pleasant, 
little bite in the finish. 

My husband ordered a Serious Manhattan, 
which he found “dark, not too sweet, with umami 
character.” It was composed of Bulleit Rye Whiskey, 
Contratto Vermouth Rosso, Peychaud’s Bitters anda 
housemade dirty black cherry. 

The “Flip Side” of the cocktail menu is a list of 
sophisticated non-alcohol drinks such as the Belvoir 
Elderflower Pressé, as well as Fizzy Lizzy sodas. 

I was tempted by the special soup of free-range 
chicken with black eyed peas but instead got my 
meal rolling with Blistered Shishito Peppers with 
tamari. This is the perfect dish to share with the 
table. Who will “win the lottery” and get the rare 
super-hot pepper? Watch and see. All of ours were 
mild this night. 

For my entrée | had the Stir Fried Summer 
Vegetable & Soy Beans over Soba Noodles with 
wasabi-tamari broth. So delish and guilt-free. This 
vegetarian delight is Wellness Challenge Approved, 
wonder-filled and filling with squash and carrot 


sticks, sweet corn kernels, mushrooms and 
purple cabbage. Oh, that broth! 

The Dockside’s wine list is an impressive 
collection of “little gems” assembled by co-owner 
Elizabeth Barnes. But it doesn’t include many 
“locals”—Channing Daughters Rosato di Syrah 
and W6lffer Estate Vineyards rosé cider made 
the cut. Our server suggested pairing a cabernet 
sauvignon with Husband’s gorgeous Blackened 
Swordfish with Mango Papaya Salsa, grilled 
broccoli and roasted potatoes. It worked well. 
Husband commented, “This dish is all about 
sweet—the salsa—and salty—the fish.” 

Of course we also ordered a plate of 
Dockside’s famous Crabmeat Stuffed Squash

Blossom Tempura with Sambal Sauce. They isha: Stuffed Squash Blossom Tempura 


stuff a lotta savory crab into those blossoms and 

the tiny baby squashes are attached! The tempura is 
so light; it’s an all-around tender seafood appetizer. A 
delicious case of arrested development. 

I admired our friendly server, whom we came to 
refer to as “Cheers.” If anything he was a bit over- 
attentive. After my first piece of bread he whisked my 
Grassland butter wrapper away. I’m someone who 
sees my butter wrapper as half full, not half empty— 
especially when there’s more bread on the table! 

Husband and I will have to go back some time 
to try the whole Striped Sea Bass. Friends say it’s 
fabu. And somehow we're yet to try Dockside’s very 
simple lobster roll of lobster in butter on a split bun. 
We contented ourselves with sangria, followed by 
dessert. Dockside’s sangria features my favorite word 


for a fruit—pamplemousse. It has layers of flavor 
and a sweet finish—but I sense definite asskicking 
potential in this drink. Served on the rocks with a 
cucumber slice on the rim, it has it all going on. 

I tried the Double Blueberry Tart. Its spices seemed 
to be in a locked battle to overpower the flavor 
of its fresh fruit. I didn’t finish it, fearing for those 
little berries. I “helped” Husband conquer a winning 
Seasonal Fruit Crisp with Vanilla Ice Cream. Plums 
were “seasonal” this week, served piping hot under an 
oaty-nutty topping that was not overly sweet. With that 
cold ice cream on top it was rustic perfection! £&.

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A Last Taste of Summer: Miss Lady Sodas

heo Foscolo is worried about his basil. “I 

planted these yesterday and look, already 
they’re brown.” We're at the East End Community 
Organic Farm (EECO) in East Hampton, standing next 
to Theo’s 20’ x 20’ patch, which is currently mostly 
dirt with a smattering of plantings. “We just started a 
month ago,” he tells me. 

Foscolo is a Long Island native who’s lived in 
the Hamptons for more than two decades. At 28 
years old, he owns and operates an artisanal soda 
company called Miss Lady Root Beer (named after 
his Shar Pei, Miss Lady, whom he adopted six years 
ago from a friend). 

He has a background in home brewing, so when 
Rowdy Hall, the East Hampton eatery famous for its 
“Rowdy Burgers,” needed a dessert for its annual 
beer dinner, Foscolo offered to make root beer for 
floats. 

“It really took off from there,” he says. That was 
three years ago. “The brewing process lasts a few 
hours and I find it cathartic, meditative almost. Plus, 
it’s delicious.” 

Now, he and his brothers, Hansen and Paolo, 
brew and bottle Miss Lady Root Beer for sale at 
farmers markets and select stores. They just moved 
their production to a kitchen on the Stony Brook 
Southampton campus that is run by the Amagansett 
Food Institute (AFI).-The AFI is a local nonprofit 
that works towards developing methods of food 
production and distribution that are environmentally 
friendly and health conscious, as well as supportive 
of the efforts of local farmers, bakers, chefs and 
other food artisans. 

The new location is in the old Student Center 
and, according to Foscolo, is a “3,000 square foot 


kitchen space. I just started 
producing there. Paolo does a 
lot of the cooking and Hansen 
does the bottling.” Theo’s also 
excited about their automatic 
bottling machine, which has 
streamlined the process. Each 
bottle of Miss Lady Root Beer 
is 22 ounces and is sealed with 
red wax. 

“It’s definitely a labor of 
love,” Foscolo says. 

By far the lengthiest part is 
waiting for the root beer to 
carbonate, a procedure that 
takes three to four days. After 
the all-natural sarsaparilla, anise 
and licorice root have brewed, — 
raw sugar is added. Then the 
batch is force carbonated. 
When that step is complete, 
the root beer is bottled or put 
into a keg-box Foscolo made by 
hand, and dispensed at farmers 
markets for root beer floats. 

Rowdy Hall, where Foscolo 
has been a manager since 2010, 
still carries Miss Lady Root 
Beer in the form of a custom 
cocktail called “Who’s That 
Lady?” in which it’s mixed with 
Diplomatico rum and garnished with a slice of 
orange. 

“You have to have a good rum,” Foscolo says, 
“not the cheap stuff. It also pairs nicely with vanilla 
vodka.” 

He tells me he’s doing a private party over the

weekend. “I bring my keg-box 
and set up to make root beer 
floats for the kids and drinks for 
the adults. Either I mix the root 
beer with rum or give the adults 
root beer and ice cream topped 
with a rum floater.” Foscolo 
loves seeing his root beer make 
kids smile. 

Last winter he _ began 
experimenting with making 
cream soda, using his own 
recipe. “I wanted something 
extra to sell at the Riverhead 
Farmers Market,” he says. “It 
worked out really well.” 

Since Memorial Day weekend, 
Theo, Hansen and _ Paolo 
Foscolo have been selling Miss. 
Lady Root Beer and Cream 
| Soda at the Riverhead Farmers

Chill It and Grill It, Labor Day Style!

SIMPLE 


As a cooking teacher, do-ahead 
_ cooking is what I always stress 
|. in my recipes. With Labor Day 
SS ART OF © weekend winding up one of the 
COOKING busiest summers in memory, 
_ I’ve developed recipes that 
! _ will fit the bill if you’re at the 

_ grill this holiday weekend. 

For partners who enjoy 
cooking together, I’ve drawn 
on a classic Italian chicken 
with salad topping—chicken paillards (pounded 
cutlets) are marinated then briefly grilled while a 
partner attends to the do-ahead for the salad. For 
true carnivores, beef ribs, which usually take hours 
to cook, are dry rubbed, roasted several hours ahead 
then grilled when grill time comes. Local peaches 
have been fabulous, so be sure to halve some slightly 
ripened fruit and place it cut-side down on the grill 
for a few minutes to caramelize as embers slowly 
fade away. Have a happy! 


ROAST, GRILLED BEEF SHORT RIBS 

This do-ahead short rib recipe .is roasted ahead 
and grilled before serving. Can be served at room 
temperature. 

Serves 6 


Spice Rub 

1 1/2 tablespoons each kosher salt and packed 
brown sugar 

1 1/2 teaspoons each freshly ground pepper, 
ground cumin, garlic powder, smoked Spanish 
paprika 

3/4 teaspoon ground fennel 


1/8 teaspoon cayenne pepper 


Short ribs 

5 to 6 pounds bone-in beef short 
ribs, with about 1” of meat on 
top of the ribs; about 3” in length, 
trimmed 

2 tablespoons red wine vinegar 


Mustard Glaze 

3 tablespoons each Dijon 
mustard, packed brown sugar 
and red wine vinegar 

1/8 teaspoon cayenne pepper 


Preheat oven to 300°F. 


1. Place spice rub ingredients in a bowl and stir 
to mix. Measure 2 teaspoons dry rub mixture and 
reserve for the glaze. Dry rub remaining mixture 
over each rib and set aside, bone side down in an 
ovenproof, shallow roasting pan. (Can refrigerate, 
covered, for several hours or overnight). When ready 
to roast ribs, sprinkle with red wine vinegar, place in 
a preheated oven and cover tightly with foil, shiny- 
side down. Roast ribs for 1 1/2 hours or until the 
thickest part registers 165°. 


2. To prepare charcoal remove top grate and filla 
chimney starter with charcoal and paper and ignite. 
When coals are partially covered with ash, pour over 
one-third of the grill and place foil pan adjacent to 
coals. Set cooking grate in place, cover, and open lid 
vent halfway. Heat grill until hot, about 5 minutes. 


3. To prepare gas grill, turn all burners on high. 
Cover and heat grill until hot, about 15 minutes.

3. Preheat a gas grill to medium or a grill with 
ashen hot coals. When hot, grill chicken breasts 
about 3 minutes on each side, turning once until 
golden brown and springy to the touch (160°F). 


4. Meanwhile, tear salad greens into large bite-sized 
pieces in a salad bowl and add the onion and cherry 
tomatoes. Add vinaigrette and toss to coat evenly. 
Place chicken breasts on warm plates. Arrange the 
salad over the top and serve at once. J

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Looking at the Big Picture for Micro Greens

rendan Davison of Good Water Farms is a 

farmer who believes in quality. He sees to it 
that his crops of certified organic microgreens don’t 
just look good on a plate—but are also intensely 
flavorful and nutritious. While many growers use 
soil-free growing media, Good Water employs an 
organic potting mix enriched with worm castings, 
bat guano and fish meal. Plus a certain something 
mystical. Says Davison, “I feel at this point Good 
Water Farms has become my spiritual practice. The 
mission has been conceived out of a story Ram Das 
told...during the early 1970s when Ram Das started 
bringing westerners to India, one woman for a whole 
month kept asking the guru ‘How do you become 
enlightened?’ every day! The guru, who did not have 
any teachings in writing or otherwise, finally after a 
month of being asked for something anything...said 
‘Feed people. Serve people.” 

Davison is a practitioner of shamanic energy 
medicine. He has studied the discipline in Peru 
where shaman-farmers are a norm. “Opening sacred 
space” involves invoking the four directions, which 
Davison does every time he plants seeds. 

I think I’ve had the pleasure of trying all of 
Good Water’s microgreens in local restaurants 
and from Davison’s stand at the Springs Farmers 
Market: amaranth, arugula, basil, carrot, cumin, kale, 
mustard, pea, radish, red shiso, sorrel, sunflower and 
wasabi. But since there are now over 20 varieties—I 
may have lost track. 

When I eat Good Water Farms’ baby broccoli and 
baby cabbage I know that Davison has babied them. 
It takes the different varieties about 8 to 24 days to 
go from planting to plate. 

Davison started his farm in his Amagansett 


backyard in a 7’ x 14’ greenhouse in 2011. In 2012 he 
moved operations to an 1,800-square-foot warehouse 
space in East Hampton and soon after he added a 
20’ by 40’ greenhouse. He’s currently looking for 
additional space on the East End. 

Davison delivers microgreens to businesses and 
restaurants all over the South Fork and in New York. 
He has expanded his retail line to Whole Foods. It’s 
currently in 13 stores in New York City, Brooklyn, on 
Long Island and in Connecticut and New Jersey. 

What’s with all this growth? Microgreens aren’t 
getting bigger—THEY’RE HUGE. What top chef would 
work without them now? Much more than a garnish, 
microgreens can inform sushi, salads, soups and 
main dishes—smoothies, wraps, sandwiches, you 
name it. Farmer Davison has even grown some 
specific greens to fill chefs’ requests. 

Currently he sells to New York restaurants 
including North End Grill, Whitehall, Collichio & 
Sons, Craft, Foragers, The Fat Radish, 11 Madison 
Park, The East Pole and The Musket Room. 

Plus Davison is working with the nonprofit Harlem 
Grown to bring microgreens to the food deserts of 
Harlem with the help of Tony Hillery. Hillery runs the 
Urban Farm on 135th Street. 

What makes Good Water Farms microgreens the 
best? It’s not hydroponics, Davison stresses. His 
greens, which are grown in certified organic soil, are 
sold while still growing—you slice them off just as 
you're about to use them, maximizing their benefits. 
A recent University of Maryland study has proven 
that a plant’s first true leaves are estimated to be 
four to six times as nutritious as mature leaves. Plus 
they’re tender and oh-so-tasty, sweeter than the full- 
grown vegetable.

Meet Me at The Mill in Water Mill

Pp eter Ripka wants to ensure that Water Mill is 
not just a row of shops you pass on your way 
to another destination. Or “that place with the traffic 
light.” For the past year, Water Mill has been home 
to The Mill, a fresh take on the once-neglected Water 
Mill Shoppes on Montauk Highway, and Ripka is 
working to give people a reason to stop. 

“It’s a collection of really nice, charming buildings 
at a traffic light with a lot of parking,” says Ripka, 
co-founder of Ripco Real Estate, of his initial 
impression of The Mill. “In football, the fundamentals 
are blocking and tackling. In retail real estate, it’s 
a traffic light with a lot of parking and a charming 
property.” He closed on The Mill last summer. 

Throughout the course of its life, the Water Mill 
Shoppes had seen a steady stream of businesses 
come and go. The once-gray buildings, which were 
home to such places as Foody’s, Subway and Vitamin 
Shop last summer, have been given a facelift, the 
property re-landscaped, and new leases signed. 
“Every property has its own personality,” says Ripka 
of his decision on which businesses to bring into 
The Mill. SoulCycle has signed a longterm lease, and 
West Elm has signed on to be at The Mill through 
June 2016. This summer saw Surf Panda, Helmut 
Lang and Save Khaki United set up shop, all of which 
are currently at different stages of their lease terms. 

The new coat of white paint was applied to the 
buildings of The Mill at the suggestion of a number 
of people, including one of the founders of SoulCycle. 


“There are so many options for white paint, we gave 
it to SoulCycle and their team of designers to let 
them pick,” says Ripka. 

As a part of the refurbishment, Ripka re-branded 
the Shoppes as “The Mill.” “I wanted almost a 
nickname for Water Mill. | wanted it to be organic,” 
he notes, hoping that “Meet me at The Mill” will 
become a common saying for its ideal location in the 
middle of the Hamptons. 

Ripka has a three-year plan to turn the property 
around. “I feel optimistic and encouraged with where 
we are just 12 months later,” he says. The top three 
categories that he would like to attract are health 
and beauty aids (which could include a makeup store 
or a salon), a restaurant and athletic apparel. One of 
challenges of the property is its seasonality, though 
he hopes to make The Mill a year-round destination. 
“It’s a labor of love to be leasing a property, that 
you're a part of,” says Ripka. He’s still formulating his 
future plans, including “perhaps doing community 
events” in the courtyard. 

“It’s been awesome,” says Alana Grim, General 
Manager of West Elm at The Mill, of her first 
summer. “People have been so nice and so kind 
and so positive.” Ripka has also been pleased with 
the addition of West Elm, as a home furnishings 
store was one of the key categories he wanted to 
fill. Echoing Ripka’s reasoning for purchasing the 
property, Grim noted the perks of being at The Mill 
are the traffic light, which makes it easy to get in and 
out, the phenomenal parking (there are spots for 154 
cars) and the great neighbors. As they continue to

engrain themselves in the community, West Elm will 
be hosting popups with local artisans this fall. 

Jeff Fagen also opened his Surf Panda this 
summer, choosing The Mill because of its great 
street exposure. He notes that, “I think the future 
of The Mill is contingent upon adding some great 
casual restaurants and food concessions to the mix. 
The location is tricky—it’s a destination shopping 
area—so the challenge is to draw people to it in a 
meaningful way.” 

“I want a restaurant bad,” says Ripka. The ideal 
Memorial Day 2015 would yield companies in the 
aforementioned three categories, and Ripka notes 
that all suggestions are welcome. Though all of the 
shops currently in The Mill have a city aesthetic, he’s 
open to leasing to local businesses as well. 

“Back to the football reference—lIf the ball was at 


_ the 20 yard line, we’re driving. We’re at the 40,” says 


Ripka with optimism. 4
